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Accused mentally ill live in legal limbo

Arrest was nothing new to Allen J. 


Boerschinger when Des Plaines police 
charged him in July 1972 with sexual- 
ly assaulting an 8-year-old girl. 


Boerschinger, once a psychiatric 


therapist at Forest Hospital in Des 
Plaines, had been charged not long 
before with allegedly raping a 35- 
year-old Morton Grove housewife and 
sexually assaulting her 12-year-old 
daughter. 


Me was free on $10,000 bond at the 


time of the Des Plaines arrest. 


When Boerschinger went before Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Harold Sullivan in 
November 1972 he was declared a "se- 


xually dangerous person" and was 
sent to the Menard psychiatric center 
in Chester. Testimony during the 
hearing brought out that Boerschinger 
had been convicted of two prior sex 
offenses. 


SOME TWO AND A HALF years 


later, Sullivan ruled Boerschinger was 
"no longer dangerous" and permitted 
his release. 


Four months after his release, Chi- 


cago police arrested Boerschinger for 
burglary and taking indecent liberties 
with a child. 


Boerschinger's case is typical of a 


situation which stymies police and 
prosecutors and frustrates those in 


the judicial process who are attempt- 
ing to help rather than simply impris- 
on the mentally ill who commit 
crimes. 


The scenario was played out again 


during the weekend when 25-year-old 
Marguerite Bowers of Oak Park 
was killed. Her accused slayer is 
Thomas Vanda, a man who had been 
released by state mental health de- 
partment authorities who cared for 
him after he was judged mentally in- 
competent in the 1971 slaying of a 15- 
year-old girl. 


Often there are two ways courts 


deal with those whom psychiatrists 
say-cannot stand trial. In one, prose- 


cutors have the opportunity to try the 
accused at a later date if they should 
ever be declared sane. 


IN THE OTHER, the accused per- 


son will never stand trial for an of- 
fense, even if a court subsequently 
rules him sane. That was the case for 
a Rolling Meadows woman accused in 
1973 of the bludgeoning deaths of her 
two young daughters. 


Elaine Edfors had been charged by 


Rolling Meadows police with the Feb. 
26, 1973, murders of her daughters 
Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9. The girls 
were found in their home beaten over 
the head with a hammer. 


Less than two months after the 


slayings, Cook County Criminal Court 
Judge Louis Garippo ruled Mrs. Ed- 
fors innocent by reason of insanity 
and remanded her to the state De- 
partment of Mental Health. 


She was confined for a year at El- 


gin State Hospital, escaping once for 
three weeks. In May 1974, a Kane 
County circuit court judge ruled Mrs. 
Edfors could be released. During the 
hearing a psychiatrist testified Mrs. 
Edfors was "no longer dangerous to 
herself or others." 


The judge's order included a provi- 


sion that Mrs. Edfors obtain out- 
patient counseling care, but the coun- 
seling was not mandatory. 


ROLLING MEADOWS police were 


never officially notified of her release 
because legally she was not hi court 
custody. 


Mrs. Edfors has never been charged 


in another criminal matter. For 
Boerschinger, it was the opposite. 


Cook County state's attorneys pro- 


tested Sullivan's order to release 
Boerschinger in early 1975, but to no 
avail. In August of that year he was 
charged'with burglary and the assault 
of a Chicago boy in the boy's North 
Side home. 


Public Defender Donald Paull said 


Boerschinger later pleaded guilty to

Clarbour wins 
trustee seat in 
election recount 


Ralph Clarbour was declared a win- 


ner Monday night in last month's vil- 
lage trustee election, beating oppo- 
nent Kathryn Graham by one vote. 


Clarbour and successful candidates 


Frank Palmatier, Al Barboro, Martin 
E. Cawley and Pres. James T. Ryan, 
were sworn into office at Monday's 
board meeting. 


Clarbour, a former village trustee 


and village president, was two votes 
ahead of Mrs. Graham after last 
Thursday's special recount of ballots 
cast in all but one precinct. 


THE FIVE BALLOTS in Elk Grove 


Township Precinct 12, counted by 
board 
members 
at the 
meeting, 


allowed Clarbour to maintain his slim 
edge. 


One ballot in the precinct was de- 


clared invalid because five candidates 
names were marked, instead of the 
allowable four. 


As a result, Mrs. Graham, Clarbour 


and Leonard F. Perkins, an unsuc- 
cessful trustee candidate who with 


Clarbour requested the recount, each 
lost one vote. 


Clarbour ended up with 3,069 votes 


to Mrs. Graham's 3,068 and Perkins' 
3,026. 


The new and reelected board mem- 


bers originally were scheduled to be 
sworn in and seated at the end of Mon- 
day's meeting, but at the suggestion 
of several trustees and with the 
agreement of residents attending, all 
five were sworn in after the recount 
of Elk Grove Township Precinct 12. 


"AT NO INSTANCE in the past 10 


years has the swearing-in of new 
trustees been held off until the end of 
the meeting," said Trustee Madeline 
Schroeder. "I think there is a prece- 
dent for swearing them in earlier." 


Mrs. Graham, who showed up for 


the last precinct recount, said she will 
run for trustee again. 


"I found out I have more friends 


than I ever imagined," she said. "I 
definitely will try again, maybe in two

Nudie bar goes 
'soft9 on drinks 
with OJ surprise

Patrons who sit down at the Roman 


House near Wheeling, the place where 
nude dancers do their thing to record- 
ed music, are given the usual choice 
of a beer or a cocktail by a young 
waitress. 


But wait a minute. That beer you 


just paid $2 for isn't the usual kind 
you expect. It's root beer. And that 
"cocktail" you just purchased for $7 
is orange juice. 


Since a court order allowing liquor 


sales at the Roman House was lifted 
by a Lake County Circuit Court judge 
last week, the nightclub has been 
serving nonalcoholic drinks. 


OF COURSE, most men watching 


the center stage may not care what 
they're drinking, which is good, be- 
cause the waitress doesn't explain 
that what you think you're ordering 
may not be what you get. And, the 
Roman House is still advertising that 
it serves liquor, 


At $7 a "cocktail," imbibing can be 


rather expensive, especially if you 


have a female companion. 


A little more than half a dozen pa- 


trons were in the Roman House early 
Monday evening, exactly a week after 
the nonalcoholic brews were initiated. 


One dancer named Barbie said 


Monday usually is a slow night at the 
club. Things pick up later in the week, 
she said. 


Neither the patrons nor the employ- 


es of the Roman House wanted to talk 
much about the change in drinks. 


THE NIGHT MANAGER of the 


club, who didn't identify himself, said 
he had "no comment" on the effect 
the no-booze edict is having on the 
turnout at the club located near Apta- 
kisic Road and Milwaukee Avenue. 


The Roman House was refused a li- 


quor license by the Lake County Li- 
quor Commission last July for violat- 
ing an ordinance forbidding liquor 
sales at a business which features 
nudity. 


Club owner Arthur Stevens III ap- 


pealed to the Illinois Liquor Control

Welfare 
plans set 
by Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter Monday outlined a "totally 
new" welfare program designed pri- 
marily to provide jobs for Americans 
who are able to work and an adequate 
income for those who aren't. 


The President said he plan.; to send 


a legislative proposal to Congress by 
the first week in August. He told a 
White House briefing the new system 
could, if approved early next year, be 
in full operation within the following 
three years. 


Carter said the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare concluded af- 
ter three months of study that "the 
present welfare programs should be 
scrapped entirely and a totally new 
system implemented." 


AT THE HEART of the 12-point 


plan is a formula for providing up to 2 
million new jobs, mostly in public ser- 
vice, while consolidating and bolster- 
ing the benefits for individuals and 
families unable to earn their own 
way. 


Another main goal of the program, 


as spelled out by Carter: "A family 
should have more income if it works 
than if it does not." 


' ' T h e 
extremely 
complicated 


changes must be made carefully and 
responsibly," the President said, sug- 
gesting that as a first step Congress 
should approve his proposal to simplify 
and upgrade the food stamp program. 


The disparity in welfare benefits 


among the states ranges up to 500 per 
cent. Carter said, making the reform 
problem "much worse than we had 
anticipated.'1 


THE PRESIDENT put 
finishing 


touches on his proposal during week- 
end meetings with HEW Sec. Joseph 
Califano and other advisers. 


Califano said at a briefing the ad- 


ministration plan will consolidate into 
a single crash grant at least three 
forms of welfare payments: Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children, 
food stamps, and Supplemental Secur- 
ity Income for needy aged, blind and 
disabled persons. 


The cash value of these programs, 


including federal and state aid, is 
$22.5 billion, said Califano. 


Administration officials declined to 


put an over-all price tag on welfare 
reform. 


Califano, predicting some details of 


the program will take years to work 
out with the states, said: "Welfare re- 
form is the Middle East of domestic 
politics." 


Carter said the ultimate aid is to 


provide a source of earned income to 
every family with children and at 
least one adult able to work. 


Incentive should be provided for 


creating most of these jobs in private 
business and industry, he said. 


Pros, cons of laetrile meet head-on at FDA hearing 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Oppo- 


nents of Laetrile Monday told a court- 
ordered federal hearing the drug is 
worthless as a treatment for cancer 
and one physician termed it a hoax. 


Dr. George Hill of the Marshall Uni- 


versity School of Medicine in West 
Virginia told the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that 12 of his patients 
had abandoned laetrile as a cancer 
fighting agent. 


"None of my patients has ever been 


improved with the use of laetrile," he 
said. "It is ironic to me that at this 


pont in time, this discussion is going 
on. 


"I believe it is a hoax," Hill said. 


WHILE THE FDA was opening the 


two-day hearings, ordered by the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Den- 
ver, the Florida Legislature approved 
a bill to make that state the third in 
the nation to legalize use of laetrile. 


The drug, which has been banned 


by the FDA, is made from the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter almonds. 


Much of the morning session heard 


testimony from proponents of the 


drug. One supporter charged the gov- 
ernment was interfering withj>ersonal 
lives and decisions in banning the 
drug. 


"It is just too bad that we have to 


g o through court hearings and 
smuggling raps and the harassment of 
physicians to reach this point," said 
freelance writer Michael L, Culbert. 


"But we're going to do it because 


the bigger issue here isn't even laet- 
rile — it isn't even cancer. It is the 
much bigger cancer of a giant govern- 
ment interfering constantly and con- 


sistently with our lives," said Culbert, 
who also is editor of the Committee 
for 'Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy Inc., based in Las Altos, 
Calif. 


But Dr. Bayard H. Morrison of the 


National Cancer Institute testified in 
the afternoon that since 1957, the'in- 
stitue has sponsored several test on 
animals in which laetrile had no ef- 
fect on tumors that paralleled human 
cancers. 


IN SEVERAL TESTS on lung can- 


cers, he said, there was some activity 


with' the administration of laetrile. 
But when the tests were repeated, sci- 
entists could not reproduce the activi- 
ty.' 


He said between 30 and 40 drugs are 


known to have some effect on can- 
cers, but laetrile is not among them. 


Dr. John Yarbro of the University 


of Missouri was booed and heckled by 
laetrile supporters when he told them: 
"This sugar coated cyanide can kill 
people." 


He told the grop laetrile is unsafe 


and ineffective. "I know we want a 


miracle but there just isn't one." 


In Tallahassee, meantime, the Flor- 


ida legislature voted to legalize use of 
laetrile. The state Senate passed and 
sent to Gov. Reubin Askew a House- 
approved bill doing away with penal- 
ties for hospitals or doctors adminis- 
tering it to patient's who request it. 


Askew said he will sign the mea- 


sure, making Florida the third state 
in the nation to legalize laetrile — 
joining Indiana and Alaska. Laetrile 
has been banned for the past 14 years 
by the Food and Dru?

band's name imprinted, and fled. He 
flew to San Francisco from where he 
telephoned his girlfriend's husband to 
inquire about her. 


"She's dead, and you killed her," 


Kron said Dvorkin told him. 


Kron, who said he was released last 


fall from an Illinois prison where he 
served a robbery sentence, said he 
then boarded a cross-country bus to 
Miami. 


"I was desperate," he said. "I knew 


that as an ex-convict, everything was

"The whole thing fell apart and I 


know it sounds like a fairy tale," he 
said. 


"I had left her in my apartment, 


reading a letter I had written her. but 
had not mailed, while I went to get 
gas for my car. When I came back, 
she was lying on the floor with her 
throat cut and blood was everywhere. 


"I really loved her," Kron said. 


"She's the only woman I ever really 
loved."

investigators said. Police theorize she 
was killed somewhere else before (lie 
body was dumped at the junkyard in 
N'orthtield Township. 


No motive has been established for 


the girl's murder. The fully clothed 
body was found by a telephone repair- 
man just off Willow Road east of 
Shermcr Ro;id.

Thurgood Marshall wrote: "If dis- 
semination of this information can be 
restricted, then every locality in the 
country can suppress any facts that 
reflect poorly on the locality; so long 
as a plausible claim can be made that 
disclosure would cause the recipients 
of the information to act 'irrational- 
ly.1 " 


The Village of Inverness apparently 


will not fight the court's ruling. Vil- 
lage Pres. Russell V. Puzey said he 
will ask for a legal opinion from the 
village attorney before commenting 
on the ruling. 


"If it does apply, well, the Supreme 


Court is the law of the land and we'll 
abide by it," Puzey said. 


ROLLING MEADOWS City Atty. 


Donald Rose said he has not read the 
court's ruling but does not think it will 
affect the city's law. 


"That sounds like a civil rights 


case." Rose said. "Our law was based 
on the fact that these signs constitute 
advertising." 


Rose, who said he is not aware of 


any other towns in the area that pro- 
hibit "sold" signs, said he feels very 
strongly about the need for the law. 


THIS FORM of "advertising" currently pro- 
hibited in Rolling Meadows and Inverness 
may become common practice if the towns' 


sign ordinances are affected by Monday's 
Supreme Court ruling. The ruling bars local 
governments from banning "for sale" and 


"sold" signs, based on the First Amendment 
right of free expression.

Cook County Sheriff's Police will be 


sweating out a tight budget in non-air 
conditioned cars this summer. 


The county board voted Monday to 


order 40 new squad cars without air 
conditioning in order to save an esti- 
mated $16,500. 


The decision drew protests from a 


representative of the Combined Coun- 
ties Police Assn., as well as County 
Commissioner and former Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriff Joe Woods. 


"WE EXPECT OUR MEN to re- 


main cool under adverse conditions, 
such as a family quarrel," Woods 
said. "It's pretty hard to remain cool 
and look professional when you're 
dripping wet with sweat." 


All of the cars now used by the 


county police are air conditioned, said 
Donnld T. Shaw, personnel represen- 
tative of the Cook County Police Dept. 


"Our patrol officers spend their en- 


tire eight hours confined to their 
squad cars. It is their equivalent to 
your offices," Shaw told the county 


board. "You would not, nor could not, 
work at top efficiency in an office 
void of air conditioning during the sum 
mer's stifling heat. Yet now you wish 
to subject our officers to these depl- 
orable working conditions." 


An eleventh hour telephone call to 


the Ford and Pontiac car companies 
that are manufacturing the county po- 
lice cars disclosed that air condi- 
tionng would add $412.78 to the cost of 
the Pontiac Lemans and $415 to the 
Ford LTD II. 


"FOR-THE $16,000 (cost of the air 


conditioning) we can buy four more 
automobiles for the sheriff," said 
County Comr. Jerome Huppert, chair- 
man of the county board's finance 
committee. 


Huppert said Chicago police officers 


do not have air conditioned car. Coun- 
ty police "are on an equal footing 
with Cliicago police as far as salary 
and other benefits," he said.

Wednesday on government charges that seven members of the 
wealthy Hunt family acted together to corner futures contracts on 
nearly n million bushels of soybeans U.S. District Court Judge 
Frank J McGarr, who met behind rinsed doors Monday with at- 
torneys for the government and the Hunts, also extended a court 
order issued last week that the clan not accept delivery of more 
than 3 million bushels under May futures contracts. Federal regu- 
lations require that individuals or iroiips be limited to holdings of 
contracts for 3 million bushels. The Hunts are heirs of the late 
Texas Oil billionaire H. L. Hunt. 


DES cancer risk called lower 


The risk of vaginal or cervical cancer among daughters of wom- 


en who took the drug DES during pregnancy is much lower than 
originally believed, a University of Chicago researcher reported 
Monday. Dr. Arthur L. Herbst, chairman of the university's de- 
partment of obstetrics and gynecology, said the incidence of DES 
induced cancer can range from as low as one in 10,000 to as high 
as one in 1.000. He said the wide range is because of the uncer- 
tainty of how many pregnant women ingested the synthetic estro- 
gen during pregnancy. 


Herbbt's report was published in t'-c May edition of the Ameri- 


can Journal of Obstetrics and GytK'crlogy. Herbst said DES may 
have been only one of several factors responsible for such cancers. 
While other factors are unknown, he said it appeared likely that 
some are "associated with the onset of puberty. I would hope that 
this data would provide a calming Influence by indicating that this 
disease is extremely rare among the DES-exposed group and. in 
fact, is mere rare than had assumed previously," he said.

they buy. 


However, many observers of 


the nation's health care system 
believe that hospitals do in fact 
have plenty of leeway in things 
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that could be cut without hurting 
patient care. They point to ex- 
pensive new pieces of equipment 
that are purchased by several 
hospitals in the same area in- 
stead of being shared as one 
type ot cost that could be cut 
through more cooperative effort. 


Congress should consider 
an 


appeals process that would al- 
low hospitals with specific prob- 
lems to get permission to raise 
costs by more than 9 per cent. 
Such a process could, if imple- 
mented properly, force greater 
e c o n o m i e s without hurting 
patient care. 


Whatever the solution to the 


rising costs, it is clear that the 
present 
situation 
cannot 
be 


allowed to continue. In North- 
west suburban hospitals during 
the past three years, the cost 
per patient day has risen as 
much as 77 per cent. Nationally 
costs arc increasing 15 per cent 
a year. 


As health care costs increase, 


the burden on all citizens, par- 
ticularly the middle class, be- 
comes greater. Insurance costs 
go up. quality health care is 
priced beyond the 
ability of 


many persons to pay. 


Ultimately, some form of na- 


tional health insurance will be 
needed to cope with the situ- 
ation, but even that solution will 
not work unless rising costs can 
be controlled.

stonewall in the Frost interview, 
it means the former president 
has

his 


chance to clear the air about his 
role in Watergate and, through 
candor, begin to exonerate han- 
sel! betore the American public. 


Recently, portions of Water- ' 


gate tapes never before publish- 
ed reveal that Nixon knew as 
early as January 1973, that a 
scandal was 
brewing 
in the 


White House. There are other in- 
consistencies between Nixon's 
version of his part in Watergate 
and the information revealed on 
the White House tapes. 


Since leaving office, Nixon has 


publically kept a low profile but 
has indicated a desire to become 
a statesman in the area of for- 
eign affairs.

Schiveiker 's conversion

WASHINGTON—That bizarre mar- 


riage of convenience between Ronald 
Reagan and Richard Schweiker which 
shocked Republican sensibilities last 
summer has proven surprisingly du- 
rable. 


Instead of the speedy 
annulment 


most political observers expected af- 
ter Reagan narrowly lost his bid for 
the GOP presidential nomination, the 
relationship between the former Cali- 
fornia governor and the Pennsylvania 
senator has flourished and deepened. 


Just a few weeks ago, Schweiker — 


once totally identified with the most 
liberal element of the GOP — agreed 
to join the steering committee of 
Reagan's new conservative political 
action unit, "Citizens for the Repub- 
lic." 


T H A T COMiVnTTEE, otherwise 


comprised of hard-core conservatives, 
is dedicated to keeping Reagan alive 
politically and to promoting the elec- 
tion of conservative GOP candidates 
to the House and Senate in 1978. 


"I got an invitation to rejoin forces 


with the governor and I accepted," 
Schweiker told us. "We formed an as- 
sociation and friendship back in July 
that we both decided to continue " 


Reagan and his close associates 


have welcomed Schweiker with open 
arms, viewing him as enough of a 
convert to their cause to merit full 
membership in tiie conservative club. 


And indeed, Schweiker does seem to 


be moving steadily to the right politi- 
cally, a shift which has annoyed some 
of his liberal GOP colleagues in the 
Senate who suspect it was prompted 
more by personal political ambition

SCHWEIKER 
DOESN'T exactly 


bend over backwards to allay such 
suspicions. He clearly enjoyed his ce- 
lebrity as Reagan's designated run- 
ning mate and would welcome more 
such attention. 


When we asked whether he har- 


bored continuing ambitions for nation- 
al office, the senator said he would 
"play that by ear." He acknowledged 
his participation in "Citizens for the 
Republic" might not hurt in that re- 
gard 


"To some extent this obviously 


keeps me 
active in the national 


arena with some pretty good ties. I 
did make a conservative link, and I'm 
going to keep it. I have lots of options 
in terms of time (his current Senate 
term does not expire until 1980) and I 
intend to exercise them," he said. 


Whatever the motivation, Schwei- 


kers recent voting record indicates he 
is retreating from the all-out liber- 
alism which characterized much of 
liis Senate career and moving closer 
to mainstream GOP positions. 


IN 1973. BEFORE HIS romance 


with Reagan, Schweiker scored an 89 
on the liberal litmus test adminis- 
tered 
annually by Americans for 


Democratic Action. Last year, his rat- 
ing dropped to 80. And judging from 
his votes during the first three months 
of this year, his 197? score will be 
even lower. 


On a half-dozen key votes this year 


ranging from fiscal issues to foreign 
policy, Schweiker has lined up with 
the Senate's conservative Republicans 
rather than with such old liberal allies 
as Javits of New York, Mathias of 
Maryland and Percy of Illinois. 


Top Reaganites profess no concern 


about Sscweikers sincerity in joining 
their camp. "We don't think he's try- 
ing to cash in on his relationship or 
anything." said Lyn Nofziger, key Re- 
agan operative. 


MAYBE NOT Schweiker himself is 


quick to pledge undying fealty to Rea- 
gan. "If he wants to run again, I'll 
support him," the senator told us. 


And even if Schweiker is hoping to 


further his own political career by 
continuing his liaison with Reagan, he 
is apt to be sorely disappointed. 


As Nelson Rockefeller can testify, 


Republican 
conservatives 
tend 
to 


have long memories and little capac- 
ity for forgiveness. Neither Rocky's 
own drift to the right during the final 
years of his gubernatorial career nor 
his selection as vice president by Jer- 
ry Ford, a lifelong conservative, did 
much to alleviate the antagonism of 
the GOP right.

friendship, but it's doubtful he will 
ever capture Reagan's constituency, 
even after the former California gov- 
ernor passes from the national politi- 
cal scene.

F i r s t , the Village committed 


$100,000 in Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds for land acquisition and legal 
fees, even before a $700,000 park dis- 
trict referendum was asked for. Sec- 
ond, it claimed Spring Valley as its 
number one project for the Bicenten- 
nial. Thirdly, the Village cooperated 
with the Salt Creek Water Shed Proj- 
ect to designate certain flood plain 
land as unbuildable. Spring Valley lies 
within this area. The Village has ob- 
tained land donations from developers 
for Spring Valley. As you can see, the 
Village has taken an active part in es- 
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tablishing Spring Valley. Is it any 
wonder then that there is concern on 
the part of the village board that 
loopholes and legal terminology per- 
meated an agreement submitted to 
the village president for signature. 


One has but to read the Agreement 


and see that it does not protect Spring 
Valley for all times. I would be re-

on Congress 


doesn't exist 


Despite the hullabaloo over 
the 


Energy Crisis, the last congressional 
pay raise is still with us, and promis- 
es to be for some time. One of the 
more 
predictable responses 
from 


those who let it come to pass is that, 
if only the issue had reached the floor, 
they would have voted against it. If 
all those congressmen who say they 
oppose the pay raise had opposed it, 
of course, there would have been no 
trouble bringing it to the floor. 


Strange thing about a congressional 


pay raise: It's one of those things that 
three out of four congressmen may 
oppose, but that mysteriously makes 
it through every time. It just goes to 
show how tricky parliamentary proce- 
dure can be. Or at least those in 
charge of it. 


Another strange tiling: 
Congress- 


men ostensibly opposed to a pay raise 
for themselves may slip into defend- 
ing it if given half a chance. Take 
what happened when Ray Thornton, 
the congressman from this district of 
Arkansas, was down home the other 
day. The question of the pay raises 
naturally presented itself and the con- 
gressman, having expressed his (ab- 
stract) opposition, went on to uphold 
them on the basis of the salaries 
made by stars in other callings. "A 
congressman who works full time on 
the job." he explained, "is as valu- 
able to the country as a baseball play- 
er, doctor or lawyer." 


BUT ONCE YOU get into such com- 


parisons, and you shouldn't, why leave 
the poorer paid callings out? Could 
one in good conscience claim that a 
congressman is any more valuable to 
the country than a dedicated teacher, 
artist, or minister of the gospel? 


Once a fellow starts thinking along 


those lines and weighing the value of 
callings by their paychecks, a number 
of troublesome problems arise: Has 
Barbara Walters, by winning a mil- 
lion-dollar contract, raised the value 
of Journalism to a new high? 


Is the priest who takes a vow of 


poverty necessarily making himself 
less valuable to society than the con- 
gressman who raises his own salary 
in 
inflationary 
times? 
Besides, 


wouldn't it pay the public to have cer- 
tain selected congressmen work only- 
part time, considering what they do 
full time? And other 
mischievous 


questions. 


PERHAPS THE 
ROOT problem 


with this catalogue of comparisons is 
the assumption that underlies them: 
That pay and value are synonymous. 
This is an unspoken revival of the me- 
dieval theory of a "just price'' for 
goods and services that would reflect 
their true value. But the "just price'' 
didn't work all that well in medieval 
times, let alone after the mechanisms 
of the modern marketplace were rec- 
ognized. 


Supply and demand, brand name 


identification, advertising, and other 
market mechanisms would seem to 
have much more to do with the price 
of goods and services than with their 
abstract value to society. (Besides, 
there is a wide variety in the quality 
of congressmen that no trustworthy 
medieval guild would tolerate in its 
products.') 


W h a t distinguishes congressmen 


from other occupations is their power 
to bid, negotiate and settle with them- 
selves at public expense. By the na- 
ture of public stewardship, being in 
Congress should call for a different 
kind of self-control than a ballplayer 
exercises at contract time. (Let's not 
get into the stewardship of the bar or 
medicine. Surely neither would be 
cited as an example to emulate.) 


It is particularly important for poli- 


ticians to exercise that stewardship 
when, like- today, they are calling on 
others to conserve and sacrifice to 
meet an Energy Crisis. How credible 
can congressmen be when they ask 
sacrifices of others while ladling out 
an inflationary pay raise to them- 
selves, or justifying one? 
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Professor, newsmen disagree 
about future of large newspapers

MILWAUKEE - Will large metro- 


politan daily newspapers, as we know 
them today, survive America's move 
into the age of electronic commu- 
nication? 


No, says a University of Minnesota 


journalism professor. 


Yes, say three newspaper editors 


who join him in a panel discussion on 
that question during the regional con- 
ference of the Society of Professional 
Journalists, Sigma Delta Chi held 
here recently. 


Prof. Arnold Ismach predicts that, 


by the year 2000, Americans will be 
relying more on small, community- 
based newspapers and a cable tele- 
vision as their primary sources of in- 
formation. 


AS A RESULT, he feels, the large, 


general Interest metropolitan daily 
newspaper will probably fade and, fi- 
nally, disappear from the American 
scene. 


"At best," he comments, "the met- 


ro-daily that survives would be radi- 
cally different. But there are signs al- 
ready that it may fold. Even now, we 
are well past the days when news- 
papers were fat and sassy." 


Ismach attributes the decline al- 


ready occurring to such factors as 
dwindling, 
central-city populations, 


problems of delivery and resultant 
loss of middle-aged readers and com- 
peting demands for readers' time. 


He says studies show that more 


adults now spend more than an aver- 
age of six hours every day watching 
television, but only half-hour reading 
the paper. 


Ismach also contends that the pon- 


derous 100-plus page 
metropolitan 


daily paper — despite its size — can- 
not effectively deal with the "back- 
yard and front porch needs and inter- 
ests of people." 


THE OTHER THREE panelists — 


Richard Leonard, editor of the Mil- 
waukee Journal and the organiza- 
tion's national president; John Finne- 
gan, executive editor of the St. Paul 
(Minnesota) Dispatch and Pioneer 
Press, and Phil Dessauer, managing 
editor of the Tulsa (Oklahoma) World 
— challenged Professor Ismach, em- 
phasizing that they were "very opti- 
mistic" about the future of news- 
papers.

U.S. Steel delays 
price hike decision 


United States Steel Corp. Chairman Edgar Speer Monday said 


the firm would decide within 30 to 4o days whether to raise steel 
prices, surprising industry-watchers who anticipated an imminent 
increase. "I don't have any red hot announcements to make," 
Spcer said before the firm's 76th annual stockholders meeting. 
L'.S. Steel, the nation's number one manufacturer, often leads the 
way in industry pricing decisions. After U.S. Steel analyzes its 
rising production costs, including wagp increases won recently by 
the United Steelworkers, "we will take whatever action we deem 
necessary," Speer said. 


He said that demand for steel in the auto and construction in- 


dustries was picking up, and that tr.fi industry's weather-related 
heavy first quarter losses were not an indication of things to come. 


Thompson unit to push business 


Gov. James R. Thompson Monday announced formation of a 


special council to fight the flight of business and labor from Illi- 
nois. Thompson said the Governor's Coordinating Council on Jobs 
and the Economy will make recommendations on programs to 
keep business in the state. The council will be composed of busi- 
ness, government, labor and academic leaders from throughout 
the state who will serve on a voluntary basis. The council "must 
be broad based, adequately financed, properly staffed and flexible 
in its approach," Thompson said.

Playing fair best business ethics 


There used to be a game called 


"The World's Thinnest Books," in 
which players had to think up such 
theoretical (and unpromising) titles 
as "The Cowboys of Scarsdale," 
"Great Goalie Poets" and "A Cultural 
History of Las Vegas." 


I was reminded of that parlor game 


the other day when I was asked to 
moderate a panel in Minneapolis on 
the subject of business ethics. "Are 
there any?" asked one cynical friend 
while another suggested dryly the dis- 
cussion would have to be exceedingly 
brief. 


Well, in the event, the discussion 


turned out to be anything but brief or 
thin. Few things can excite this in- 
trospective age more than an exam- 
ination of the moral implications of 
conventional American behavior. But 
the initial reactions were far from 
surprising. 


It comes as no revelation to anyone 


who hasn't spent the last decade in an 
igloo at the South Pole the U.S. busi- 
ness system has come under wither- 
ing fire. In the 1960s, when being anti- 
Establishment became the new or- 
thodoxy for a generation of young 
Americans, the very phrase "the sys- 
tem" could be counted on to be fight- 
ing words. 


YOUNG PEOPLE - and some old- 


er ones, too — to whom the most vivid 
words of recent years have been 


Louis 
Rukeyser 


"Vietnam" and ' Watergate" devel- 
oped a crust of cynicism on their 
views about any part of what was per- 
ceived to be the established order. 


And now, in the 1970s, business 


faces an even more searching crisis 
of confidence. For, just when the for- 
mer knee-jerk anti-materialism was 
beginning to fade (a predictable casu- 
alty of the recession), came startling 
revelations of corporate bribery. As 
the Lockheed and other scandals grew 
ever wider, it seemed to many that 
the American way of business was 
somehow not our cleanest export. 


The furor rose and so did the gorge 


of many U.S. businessmen. 
Some 


complained Americans were being 
singled out for practices that were 
darned near universal — and, in fact, 
absolutely essential for doing business 
in some countries where the Marquis 
of Queensberry did not write the 
rules. 


But, as the Minneapolis discussion 


made clear, ours is still to an unusual 


degree an idealistic society. Men and 
women worry deeply both about ques- 
tions of personal ethics (how does one 
handle what is sometimes perceived 
as a choice between getting ahead 
and doing right?) and institutional 
ethics (whait, indeed, are the legiti- 
mate "social responsibilities" of a 
profit-making business?). 


One does not get easy, instant, all- 


purpose answers to such questions, 
but it may be worth making an un- 
fashionable point somewhere along 
the way: our American talent for self- 
flagellation should not lead us to con- 
clude that we are, indeed, history's 
most notable villains. 


HAVING LIVED abroad in a num- 


ber of European and Asian countries 
for more than a decade, I can testify 
unreservedly that our American stan- 
dards of open dealing in public and 
private life are unparalleled. 


Which is not to say they are perfect, 


or unimprovable. Indeed, those of us 
who believe in a competitive private 
enterprise system should be the ang- 
riest of all at those who bribe, cook 
the books or cheat the customer, for 
they are the best allies of business'

But when we discuss business eth- 


ics, it's worth remembering, too, that 
nobody is compelled to buy the prod- 
ucts of business — whereas, when the 
government takes over, we find a 
monopolist supplier 
backed by a 


fiercesomely effective collection agen- 
cy. 


The ultimate test of business ethics 


may lie, not in swearing fealty to the 
social causes of the moment or dis- 
ingenuously denying the profit motive, 
but in playing fair with the customer: 
delivering consistently good value, de- 
livering what the company's ads and 
commercials promise. And the penal- 
ty for violating that kind of ethics 
must eventually be terrible retribu- 
tion in the marketplace. 


Contrasting business' power with 


that of government, for whose prod- 
ucts and services we have to pay 
whether we like them or not, the con- 
clusion is clear: it's not necessary to 
endorse the ethics of everyone who 
calls himself a businessman in order 
to prefer greatly the ethics of the 
free-choice business sytem itself.

tentatively identified as Albert Powers, 22, freed bank manager 
Marshall <\lfson after making his demands to police in the fourth 
hour of the ordeal which began unfolding at a branch of Bank of 
America at about 8:25 a.m. 


The hostage still being held, operations manager Richard Tor- 


res, was acting as intermediary betv/pen the gunman and police in 
the negotiations. Police and FBI agents, along with the suspect's 
mother, gathered on the ground floor of the bank as the negotia- 
tions continued. No shots were fit-ed, and no threats were made 
against Torres, pohi-e said. The gunman demanded a helicopter 
and pilot, a 30-30 nfle and 60 rounds of ammunition, dehydrated 
food for two and a backpack. 


Accord reached on criminal code 


Attorney General Griffin Bell and key House and Senate 


Judicury Committee members announced Monday they have 
agreed on a proposed revision of the federal criminal code, in- 
cluding provisions for uniform sentencing. Chances of the proposed 
federal criminal code's passage in Congress were considered im- 
proved because several of the most controversial features of ear- 
lier versions have been dropped. Some of the new bill's chief 
provisions would establish uniform sentencing guidelines for the 
courts, reoeal the 19-10 Smith Act which forbids advocating violent 
overthrow of the government and repeal the 1799 Logan Act which 
prohibits private communications with a foreign government to 
influence foreign policy. 


Tne bill contains controversial features such as eliminating penal- 


ties for possession of less than 10 grams of marijuana and broad- 
ening criminal civil rights laws to include sex discrimination of- 
fenses. 


Soviet 'energy beam' weapon cited 


The Soviet Union has leapfrogged a generation of advanced 


physics technology to achieve the possibility of a high-energy 
weapon capable of neutralizing the entire United States ballistic 
missile force, an authoritative publication reported Monday. The 
Pentagon said it doubted the detailed report in Aviation Week and 
Space Technology magazine. The magazine said Russian research 
in esoteric physics "may soon provide a directed-energy beam 
weapon capable of neutralizing the entire United States ballistic 
missile force." The Pentagon, which was reported to have tried to 
suppress the story on grounds of national security, said in a state- 
ment ' senior officials of the Department of Defense do not believe 
that the Soviet Union has achieved a breakthrough" in this field 
and "based on all information now available to the U.S. in- 
telligence community, this possibility is considered remote "

Pilot overpowers Rome skyjacker 


A Libyan pulled a knife on the pilot of an Iberian airlines jetli- 


ner Monday and threatened to blow tip the plane unless it was 
flown to Madrid. The pilot squirted him with a fire extinguisher 
and ovprpowered him. Police said a Libyan identified as Abuaisha 
Ali Fargaiu threatened the pilot with the knife shortly after the 
plane arrived at Rome's Leonardo rla Vinci airport from Madrid. 
Fargani told the pilot he had explosives and would blow it up 
unless it returned immediately to Madrid. He allowed the other 
passengers to get off. Police later began negotiations. At that 
point, the pilot grabbed a fire extinguisher and turned it on the 
would-be hijacker, who was then overpov/ered and arrested. 


Blast kicks off Ireland strike 


A general strike ordered by militant Protestants began at mid- 


night in Belfast Monday with a small explosion that damaged a 
railway line. British troops were in strategic positions throughout 
Northern Ireland and the British government warned it would not 
let strike supporters use "bullying tactics" to coerce workers into 
staying away from their jobs. The full impact of the strike was not 
expected to become clear before mid-day Tuesday. 


Police said a small blast at midnight damaged a section of the 


Belfast-Bangor railway line, the main commuter link for persons 
living east of Belfast, The extent of the damage was unlikely to be 
known before dawn because of the security risks of a night in- 
spection. 


Balloons burst, 200 kids hurl 


More than 200 children were injured Monday by explosions of 


several hundred gas-filled balloons during a ceremony opening the 
National Juvenile Sports Games in Mexico City, a police spokes- 
man said. All injured children were taken to hospitals and treated 
for burns. None was reported in serious condition, althugh some of 
the children had to remain in the hospitals for further observation, 
the spoksman explained. 


The explosion occurred minutes before the end of the Inaugural 


ceremony, attended by President Jose Lopez Portillo, who had left 
before the accident occurred. In many sports festivities, it has 
become traditional to release hundreds of balloons at the end of 
the opening ceremony. Police could not immediately establish the 
cause of the blast. 


Nixon forces 
deny reports 
on hush money 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Richard 


Nixon's lawyers said Monday night 
the former President never discussed 
paying "hush money" to the Water- 
gate burglars with an aide the week 
they were to go on trial for the June 
17, 1972, break-in at the Democratic 
headquarters in Washington. 


Breaking their silence on the Water- 


gate case, Nixon forces from San Cle- 
mente, Calif., denied a story in Sun- 
day's Washington Post which claimed 
that new transcripts of White House 
tapes revealed the hush money dis- 
cussion between Nixon and Charles 
Colson, then the special White House 
counsel. 


Colson said earlier the discussion 


never took place. 


Nixon lawyers said that when Wa- 


tergate prosecutors prepared the orig- 
inal transcript of the Jan. 8,1972, Nix- 
on-Colson meeting, it contained a ref- 
erence to "hush money" payments to 
the burglars. But subsequent correc- 
tions by the prosecutors showed the 
term was never used in the dis- 
cussion. 


"The statement is false," Nixon 


lawyer Herbert J. Miller said in a let- 
ter to the Post. "The transcript . . . 
was not the final version produced by 
the Watergate's special prosecutor's 
office. The draft cited by the Post was 


subsequently revised . . . The final 
transcript contained no reference, 
whatever, to hush money." 


Miller demanded that the Post re- 


tract the story and said Watergate 
prosecutors could prove is point. 


The transcript printed in the Post 


showed the two discussing hush mon- 
ey payments. This was a full two and 
a half moonths before the 
subject 


came up in another Watergate tape 
March 21 — when John Dean told Nix- 
on there was a "cancer growing on 
the presidency." 


Meanwhile, there were news reports 


Monday that Nixon comes across as a 
"tragic figure" who is alternately 
haughty and subdued in his 90-minute 
Watergate interview with David Frost 
which will be broadcast Wednesday. 


Confronted with self-incriminating 


remarks from one of the White House 
tapes, Nixon "seems on the verge of 
tears, a tragic figure," Newsweek re- 
ported. 


As more details of the interview — 


which willl be broadcast at 7 p.m. on 
Channel 8 Wednesday — leaked out, 
spokesmen for Frost said commercial 
sponsors were still being sought. 


FOUR OF THE 20 minutes of ad- 


vertising remained unsold, despite the 
weekend blitz of publicity that includ- 
ed the leaking of previously unpub- 
lished White House tape transcripts. 


Watergate 1st in Nixon-Frost talks

NEW YORK — Are there major 


Watergate revelations in the first 
Richard Nixon-David Frost interview, 
to be aired Wednesday night? 


According to David Frost, "The re- 


sults have exceeded even our wildest 
expectations." 


In a telegram sent to the 12S sta- 


tions that have agreed to televise the 
interviews, for four successive weeks 
starting Wednesday, Mr. Frost said 
the original plan was to save the Wa- 
tergate interview for last. But "in the 
final buildup of interest during the 
production period of the Nixon inter- 
views, it has become increasingly 
clear that the great public curiosity 
about every aspect of the Nixon years 
from. Vietnam and his visit to Peking 
to the final days is linked to a particu- 
lar feeling that the first rather than 
the fourth item on the agenda should 
be an accounting of Watergate. 


"When I mentioned this to the for- 


mer president his immediate response 
was: 'Fine, lay it out, let's not be 
coy.' " 


MR. FROST admits he hoped "the 


impact of the Watergate program w:ll 
be so extraordinary we will be riding 
on the crest of that wave throughout 


the three other shows that follow ..." 


The statement could mean that the 


three other interviews are so routine 
that Mr. Frost decided he'd better 
start with Watergate to maintain pub- 
lic interest. 


Meantime, public interest in the in- 


terviews has been gaining momen- 
tum, and their broadcast over a net- 
work of mostly independent stations 
has begun to arouse media curiosity. 
The major problem for the Frost ex- 
ecutives is to prevent a news leak on 
the initial program content which 
would allow network newscasters to 
beat the purchasing stations to the 
punch. Thus plans now are to send the 
participating stations a "live feed" of 
the interview right at broadcast time, 
rather than close-circuit it earlier. 


The program will combine an in- 


depth examination of the Nixon role 
in Watergate, with all the questions 
that remain unanswered — whether 
about the existence of the tapes, the 
burning or nonburning of the tapes, or 
all the other unexplained mysteries. It 
will also focus on the downfall of the 
Nixon presidency and the pressures 
on Nixon, the man.

You're getting ready for that fancy dinner-dance and all week 


long you've agonized over what to ve^r. Since the invitation reads 
"black tie optional," woman's intuition tells you to buy a long 
dress while your pocketbook says "no way," 


So you've finally opted for that fancy-but-short dress you've

Don't consider yourself a fashion flop. Think of yourself as a

"The trend is definitely away from long dresses" for fancy din- 


er-dances and the like, says Audrey Kreitling, director of sales 
and catering at the Sheraton Inn Waldnn Hotel. "There is quite an 
assortment, everything from evening pajamas to cocktail dresses 
which are mid-calf, pantsuits even. I see every length here." Mrs. 
Kreitling adds that downtown party-goers probably dress up a 
little more. 


LITTLE BY little, suburban women are discovering the short 


but fancy cocktail dress is an alternative to floor-length formal- 
wear. "Long is in, but not as much as it was," says Virginia 
Jacobs, manager of Muriel Mundy Suburban Fashions in Arlington 
Heights "Short is very important, a lot of chiffon, soft and femi- 
nine-type things." She predicts that more women will be showing 
off their legs in the next few years. 


Northwest suburbanites are wearing more short cocktail dresses 


to fancy affairs and theatre-goers, too, are dressing down, says 
Mary Intrieri, spokeswoman for Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. 


"You see a complete mixture," she ?ays of theatre-goers. Attire 


includes both casual and dressy pants, long and short dresses, and 
skirts and blouses. "Mostly older women do the long bit; the 
younger ones kind of shy away from it." 


The hiking of the hemlines is a boon to those who shy away from 


the prohibitive price of long dresses. Alter all, if a man need not 
shell out $40 or more for an outfit to wear once to a company 
banquet, why should his wife? 


Marianne Bonifacic, publicity chairman of the Mount Prospect 


Infant Welfare League, is one woman who would rather invest in a 
short dress. "If you buy a long dress and wear it only once, that's 
a waste " she says. And as a believer in showing off legs, she is 
one of the very few women who have ever abstained from wearing 
a long dress to the league's annual dinner dance — where, in- 
cidentally, the men have been getting off easy by wearing sports 
jackets instead of the tuxedos of years past. 


BUT IF you do happen to have a floor-length gown hanging in

A few match- 
ing tops, and skirts are available, too. 


UNLiKE THE outfits of the dare to-go-bare halter era a few 


years back, many of this season's dresses, both long and short, 
feature high necklines and long sleeves. For those who prefer to 
keep cool on those hot summer nifehts. short flared cape-like 
sleeves, a !a Gatsby, still are a prominent trend in formalwear. 


Want to show off a little more than your legs? This summer's 


dresses with tied-back sashes and elasticized waistlines will be 
ideal for those who wish to flaunt their slim and trim figures. 
Or bare your shoulders in a formal sundress with spaghetti straps. 
Most come with jackets or short capes of translucent material for 
the woman who prefers a little more covering.

The doctor says 


Buerger's Disease 
caused amputation 


I have heard of several cacs of Bucrger's disease. It caused one 


acquaintance to lose his leg bccmise a small sore on his toe 
wouldn't heal but traveled up so they had to amputate higher and 
higher until it healed. I have nlwn.ys wondered If this was a cancer 
of the blood since it didn't beal and if ?n would it be inherited? 


Also how many generations back is cancer inherited? My grand- 


mothei 's father died of a cancer and it worries me. 


Ko, Buergcr's disease is not cancer. It is a rare disease that is 


associated with inflammation of the terminal arteries and veins 
and the formation of clots inside both. The inflammation and the 
clots are the basis for its other namp, thromboangitis obliterans, 
thrombo — meaning clots; angiitis — inflammation of the blood 
vessels, and obliterans — referring to obliteration of the opening in 
the blood vessels. 


Gangrene is common because of the loss of blood supply to the 


toes or feet. Your friend's leg would not heal because he didn't 
have enough circulation to the area. When the amputation was 
clone high enough, where the circulation was adequate the amputa- 
tion site healed. 


The exact cause of the disease is not known, but it is made much 


worse by smoking. Anyone with this disease simply must not 
smoke s* all. Nicotine stimulates the progression of the disease. 


It affects men more often than women by a ratio of about 75 to 


one and occurs most often in men between the ages of 20 and 45 
who stroke. 


Because of inadequate circulation the disease may cause severe 


muscle cramps in the foot and le«. Painful cramping in the leg 
muscles from walking is common. As the disease progresses, the 
victim may be able to walk shorter and shorter distances without 
pain. Stopping to rest will eliminate the pain. Foot cramps at night 
can and do occur from Buerger's disease 


THE DISEASE may also be associated with thrombophlebitis. 


Often thrombophlebitis in a young person is the first sign of under- 
lying Buerger's disease. Although it occurs in all races, it is most 
common in Ashkenaric Jews. One in 5.0PO develop Buerger's dis- 
eabe wni'e the rate for the general population in the U.S. is less 
than half that 


About inheriting cancer, common types are not directly inher- 


ited at all. In general, if someone in your immediate family has 
had cancer it increases your probability of developing it — but 
that doesr't mean you will. Your grandmother's grandfather is too 
far back for that to he a consideration. 


There are some familial tendencies to develop cancer. One of 


the most common of these is breast cancer. A woman who has an 
Immediate family member who has developed breast cancer Is 
five times as likely to develop breast cancer as a woman with no 
immediate relatives who have had it. 


It is generally believed that a person may have an inherited 


increased susceptibility to cancer, but that is not the same thing 
as inheriting cancer. A few rare cancers do occur in families, but 
tliis has nothing to do with inheriting the more common forms of 
cancer.

Training air passengers 
could save their lives 


by JAMES P. DOYLE 


A psychologist who designs safety 


factors for aircraft says lives can be 
saved if airline passengers are better 
briefed on what to do in an emergen- 
cy. 


In fact, Dr. Daniel Johnson says per- 


haps 100 of the 577 persons killed in 
the March 27 runway collision of two 
747s in the Canary Islands might have 
survived if better prepared. 


Instead, he said many passengers 


just sit still and do not try to escape 
from a burning aircraft. 


"This condition has been given vari- 


ous names," he said, "such as 'freez- 
ing' and 'negative panic.' We call it 
'behavioral inaction.' " 


Johnson of Interaction Research 


Corp. quoted one of the survivors of 
the Pan Am-KLM crash as saying 
about 100 people "just didn't move." 


"ON THEIR SIDE OF the plane, 


the whole wall was blown away," 
Mrs. Floy Heck of Laguna Hills, Ca- 
lif., said. "I belieye at least another 
100 could have been saved but they 
were just sitting there transfixed." 


Many people think of panic as wild 


stampede, Johnson said. "But safety 
experts know that behavioral inaction, 
while less spectacular, is the more 
deadly phenomenon." 


"Passenger education on what to do 


in an emergency — when given prior 
to the actual emergency — could 
greatly reduce behavioral inaction," 
Johnson said. "It could save lives in 
future accidents." 


But he said flight attendants do not 


emphasize all the safety factors, such 
as how to operate an oxygen face 
mask in the event of a sudden decom- 
pression of a plane's cabin. 


HE SAID OXYGEN masks are 


equipped with a lanyard that must be 
pulled to activate them. "Most flight 


attendants don't emphasize this," he 
said. "People put the mask on and 
they don't get' oxygen. In some cases 
only 2 per cent of the passengers, and 
this on wide-bodied planes, were able 
to get oxygen." 


The genei'al thrust of airline promo- 


tion is that flights are convenient, 
comfortable, even luxurious. They do 
not emphasize that once inside an air- 
plane the passengers are in an emer- 
gency situation from the outset. 


Johnson and his partner, Dr. Beau 


Altman, feel the passengers should be 
thoroughly briefed on the dangers of 
flight and how to function well if 
something goes wrong. 


He said the location of the nearest 


escape door should be known, as well 
as alternates. 


"MANY TIMES as many as half of 


those doors will be inoperable, or 
there will be fire outside, or no slide 
available," 


The second step, he said, is knowing 


how to open the doors. "You may 
have to do it in emergency lighting»or 
high smoke conditions, and feel your 
way to it." 


If the flight is over water, passen- 


gers should know how to don a life 
jacket and few people do. He said dif- 
ferent types are frequently carried on 
a single plane. 


Mrs. Heck credited her and her hus- 


band's survival to what was, in effect, 
a briefing her husband gave himself. 


She said her husband, Paul, care- 


fully studied diagrams of the 747 
printed on a briefing card before the 
flight began. She said he was pre- 
pared to move in an emergency and it 
saved their lives.

Johnson said he and Altman, both 


worked for an aircraft company for 
several years and became convinced 
that the most important factor in im- 
proving safety in airplanes would be 
to "incorporate the passengers into 
the system — teach them. 


"People do not respond well in an 


emergency when a stress situation oc- 
curs," he said. "They function at a 
very low cognitive level. 


"Under stress situations you can't 


think out new solutions to problems. 
You will be better at doing somehing 
you already know. You can run really 
fast but if given a new problem, such 


as a life jacket, or opening a door 
with a lever instead of a handle, you 
could be in trouble. 


"WHAT WOULD seem obvious un- 


der normal circumstances is not at all 
obvious to a person who has to do 
someing for the first time in his life 
and can't do it. People do nothing." 


He said persons the doctors have in- 


terviewed who had suffered ' from 
stress symptoms in airline emer- 
gencies cannot remember what they 
thought at the time. 


"It seems to be correlated with 


knowledge, so the more knowledge, 
the less negative inaction."

Arledge to head ABC news and sports 


As has been expected for months, ABC officials 


Monday announced effective June 1, Roone Arledge 
will begin a four-year contract as president of the 
network's news and sports divisions. 


It is a newly created post that gives Arledge 


more power than any other person in network tele- 
vision. 


During the past nine years that Arledge has served 


as the president of ABC sports, his direction of ma- 
jor league sporting events and worldwide com- 
petitions including the Olympics have won him a 
highly respected reputation in the business that 
seems to be fab-ing the current "U. S. Boxing Cham- 
pionships" scandal. 


ALTHOUGH INDICTMENTS related to the boxing 


controversy, which may range from illegal kick- 
backs to falsifying fighters' won-lost records, are due 
any day, ABC has chosen (o throw all of its support 
and good faith behind Arledge. 


The promotion for Arledge means a demotion for 


William Sheehan who goes from the post of president 
to the post of vice president of ABC news, although 
network officials have reiterated that Sheehan will 
serve as Arledge's "right hand mail." 


ABC President Frederick Pierce explained the Ar- 


ledge appointment Monday by saying, "The two ma- 
jor broadcast divisions present similar challenges in 
that both require instont transmission of current 
events with uncompromising integrity. 


"Placing both highly important operations under 


the direction of Roone Arledge enables us to take full 
advantage of one of the most imaginative and talent- 
ed executives in the history of television," he said. 


PIERCE HINTED VT changes to come in ABC's 


news operation and said "The professionalism and 
talent of our entire news division are outstanding. 
The creative use of their talents through a greater 
emphasis on field reporting and a wider use of the 
modem technology available today under the lead- 
ership of Roone Arledge will enable us to achieve 
our goal of excellence in electronic journalism." 


To be sure, it is all network rhetoric, but Pierce's 


statements give a glimpse of what is to come. 


"The ABC Evening News" is currently trailing be- 


hind week night national newscasts on CBS with 
Walter Cronkite and NBC with David Brinkley and 
John Chancellor. 


It seems the $1 million contract ABC offered Bar- 


bara Walters not too long ago to coanchor the week- 
night news with Harry Reasoner and do a few news 
specials each year has not resulted in increased rat- 
ings. 


It's almost a sure bet that sometime in the future, 


ABC will move Ms. Waiters into a position more 
suitable — one that will make the most of her inter- 
viewing and reporting talents. It is probably on Ar- 
ledge's list of "things to do," but, for now, we have 
been assured that Reasoner and Ms. Walters will 
remain as coanchors of the evening news for the 
"forseeable future." 


ANYONE WITH A little time for reflection and a 


little experience in observing television news report- 
ing could take an educated guess at what changes 
Arledge might be contemplating. 


He undoubtedly will hire a whole crop of new faces 


for the weeknight evening news. He may coax re- 
porters away from the other two networks or find 
new talent on his own. But. he is definitely going to 
put new life into the ABC news organization. 


He will insist, as Piprce's statement hints, on more 


extensive and innovative use of live coverage and 
videotaped reporting with niinicams, more satellite 
reporting from abroad and new approaches to the 
same old kinds of news stories. 


ROONE ARLEDGE 


Arledge has all of the lime from June 1, when he 


assumes Ms new duties, to the beginning of the new 
•fall season in mid-September to get his new ABC 
news act together and then give CBS and NBC a.real 
run for their money. 


YOU CAN BE SURE the changes Arledge has con- 


jured up go way beyond the "ABC Evening News." 
ABC officials have been saying for months that the 
network news division is in for a total revamping. 


The "ABC Close ups" may begin to deal with 


weighty issues and aro?s in a rather different meth- 
od than we have seen in the past. The shows may not 
appear as documentary-iil'e. ABC's "Issues and An- 
swers'1 program, which has been an important Sun- 
day morning showcase for current events for years, 
may take on a new, more contemporary twist. 


And, 
who really knows what these changes may 


come to mean for the news shows of the five ABC- 
owned statioos in the nation, including WLS-TV in 
Chicago? 


The "happy talk" that has long been associated 


with the station's 5, 6 and 10 p.m. newscasts has 
gradually been giving way to more of a "get tough" 
and "get serious" news attitude. 


THAT IS OBVIOUSLY something that Arledge will 


insist on. 


And there are some very talented people working 


in news at these ABC-owned stations, some of whom 
might just been looking to advance to the network 
news operation. 


The summer months are usually slow in television 


land. Everyone is slowlv rewinding themselves for 
high gear during the new fall season when they can 
forget their past mistakes and start all over again. 


But, 
this year is going to be different. The net- 


works evidently will b? working right on through to 
the fall. ABC did what many thought was the impos- 
sible this past season by rising from third to first 
place in network ratings and replacing the 20-year 
winner, CBS. 


Network bosses like Arledge and Pierce know it's 


going to take more than new, high quality pro- 
gramming and additional affiliate stations to keep 
ABC on top next fall. 


The network knows it has to revitalize every as- 


pect of its news operation to stand a fighting chance 
in what will be an all-out battle between the net- 
works next fall.

Her style turned flashy 
in "Grand Pas Classique," and she 
handled the difficult solo work despite 
some wobbly turns. 


THE COMPANY has a nice sense of • 


staging and timing. The corps work 
was in unison, 'the costumes were 
lovely and the lighting on cue. 


Only the melodramatic "Death and 


the Maiden" failed to live up to stan- 
dards. The costumes were trite, with 
death dressed as a skeleton and the 
message was overstated. 


Natalie Botha, who danced the role 


of the dying maiden, had some good 
moments, capturing emotion in her 
movements. For the most part, how- 
ever, the piece was amateurish. 


The National Ballet is just a year 


old, but it is filling a gap in the dance 
world. Just ask the people from Elgin 
who had a chance to see ballet in 
their own backyard.

HOLLYWOOD — There are millions 


of Americans who wish Lucille Ball 
was still churning out her cheerful 
half-hours. But there is one person 
who is glad she isn't, and that one 
person is Lucille Ball. 


"Thank God I'm not on now," says 


Lucy, rolling her expressive eyes up- 
ward. 


There are two reasons for her hap- 


piness with being off the regular 
grind. One involves the way TV has 
changed, the other the way the con- 
tent of TV shows has changed. 


"Today it's so tough," she says. "I 


don't feel any great accomplishment 
with what I've done, but at least I had 
a chance to do what I wanted to do. 
Today, the networks don't give you a 
chance. 


"And another thing. The Lucy char- 


acter I played could not embrace the 
new permissiveness with language 
and situation. I wouldn't want her to, 
either." 


IT IS, WHEN you think of it, diffi- 


cult to imagine Lucy doing and saying 
the things that are done and said by 
situation comedy stars today. Lucy 
talking about abortion or homosexual- 
ity or orgies? Not very likely. 


So she figures she was on at the 


best possible time for her. She mir- 
rored her era perfectly. When she de- 
parted the weekly TV scene, in- 
nocence departed, too. For better or 
worse, TV changed when Lucy left. 


Lucille Ball made 482 half-hour epi- 


sodes, plus 13 hour-long shows, in her 
long tenure on TV. The best of those 
were highlighted in a special CBS 
aired last fall. Gary Morton, her hus- 
band and producer, watches every- 
thing she ever did that had been pre- 
served — 25 hours of film. Lost, how- 
ever, were some good appearances,

HOLLYWOOD (UP!) - 
Belinda 


Montgomery, the comely doctor of the 
"Man From Atlantis" series, is a de- 
lightful actress who doesn't like old 
vibrations. 


Belinda recently moved into a new 


lownhouse in Redondo Beach, a com- 
munity on the Pacific an hour away 
from most movie and television studi- 
os. 


She owned a house near the beach 


but sold it when she became too soft- 
hearted to collect the rent from her 
tenants. 


A bachelor girl, Belinda is unload- 


ing rooms full of antique furniture she 
collected over the years because, "I 
don't like the vibrations I get from old 
objcct.s anymore." 


She s-vs she feels the same way 


about living in old houses. Belinda 
can't accustom herself to the fact that 
the shades of previous occupants may 
still be floating around the premises. 


"I'M DECORATING this townhiuse 


with everything off-white and lots of 
glass." she says. "I want the people 
who visit me to be the focus of atten- 
tion, not the furniture. 


"I don't even like being distracted 


by pain'ings and other possessions. 
They inhibit thought." 


Belinda is a native of Winnipeg, 


who began her professional career as 
a tot of 8 performing on Canadian ra- 
dio, television and the stage. Her. fa- 
ther Is actor-writer-producer Elliot 
Montgomery. She began by doing the 
voice of little boys on radio. 


AN MCA EXECUTIVE discovered 


Belinda on an educational program 
when she was 18 and signed her to a 
three-year contract at Universal. She 
has played roles in such shows as 
"The FBI." "Most Wanted," "Can- 
non" and "Barnaby Jones." 


Her movies include "The Other Side 


of the Mountain" and 
"Breaking 


Point." 


It stands to reason that an actress 


such as Belinda would not want (or 
companions. She goes steadily with a 
doctor whom she has vague plans to 
marry someday. 


Meanwhile, her only roommate Is a 


mutt named Jefferson. Belinda saw 
him on a show televised from the Los 
Angeles dog pound, which advised 
viewers the pooch would be put to 
sleep unless someone adopted him. 


Belinda set sail for the pound and 


saved Jefferson's life. He's a huge, 
weird looking critter with long legs 
and a large head. 


People stop Belinda on the street to

Belinda is a hearty soul who arises

including Lucy's very first TV appear- 
ance. 


"That was in 1949," she says, "with 


Ed Wynn. It was hilarious and a clas- 
sic, but it's lost. It was live and it was 
chaos — my wig came off and I got 
stuck in a door. 


"I loved that man, Ed Wynn. It was 


a tremendous experience. That first 
time on his show he told me, 'Lucy, 
this is our medium, don't knock it. 
Millions and millions of people will 
see television. More people will see us 
in one night than would see us live in 
our whole lives.' He was ahead of his 
time. He saw it all, knew what would 
come." 


IT WAS A year later, 1950, when 


Lucy was approached to have her own 
show. She was deeply influenced by 
what Wynn had said, which made her 
open to the suggestion. 


Lucy recalls watching the growth of 


TV, from a few sets in a relatively 
few homes at the beginning. Then, al- 
most overnight, TV aerials sprouted 
on homes everywhere. 


"I think it was in 1953," she says, 


"when I went on vacation to Hawaii. 
On the top of Kona, there was a hut 
belonging to a little Japanese man 
•who sold fish. And there was a TV 
aerial on the hut. He saw me and 
grinned and said, 'Herro. Rucy. I 
Rove Rucy.' I knew that TV would 
soon be everywhere. And it was." 


For many years, Lucille Ball was 


the undisputed queen of television. 
Now her re-runs are still popular, but 
there is no "I Loye Lucy" any more. 
In a way, she misses it, but in a way 
she doesn't. 


"It was absolutely traumatic," she 


says, "to lose my audience and my 
routine. And -I badly miss the people I 
worked with. I had people with me 
more than 20 years, and losing them 
was traumatic. 


"We trained a lot of people. We set 


the pace. We made some inroads that 
have stood up all these years." 


BUT, SHE SAYS there is another 


side to the story. She says she actual- 
ly stayed on the air for a few years 
longer than she had planned to. 


"I was on three or four years longer 


than I had expected to stay on," she 
says. "I stayed on to launch my kids 
(Desi Arnaz Jr. and Lucie Arnaz) and 
that worked. Both of them are doing 
very well now." 


At the time "I Love Lucy" started, 
it was fresh, different, innovative. But 
she realizes that, in today's TV cli- 
mate, it is viewed as old-fashioned 
and stale. 


"If I were starting now," she says, 


"and somebody offered me the 'I 
Love Lucy" format, I'd turn it down. 
I know it wouldn't sell today. Who'd 
buy it? It's too tame. It's not strong 
enough for anybody to care. It's not 
biting or permissive. 


"Thank God it started when it did." 


FOR A TIME, the Lucy show mush- 


roomed into big busintss, with the De- 
silu Studio she and her ex-husband, 
Desi Arnaz, started becoming the cen- 
ter of West Coast TV production. 


"But I got sick of big business," she 


says. "I got out of it as soon as I 
could." 


Today, Lucy takes life easier. She 


owes CBS two more specials and she 
and Morton are toying with the ideas 
for those. She thinks she might like to 
do a play. 


"I read plays and scripts," she 


says, "but I haven't found anything I 
like. They keep bringing me series 
ideas — MGM, 20th, everybody — but 
I don't want another series. I would 
like to do a play, however, although 
not on Broadway, I'd rather do it in 
the hinterlands." 


About the state of TV today, Lucy 


says that "we've all gotten tolerant of 
permissiveness." She likes "Maude" 
("I think it's funny, although she is 
often self-indulgent") and "All In the 
Family" ("I had to learn to like it") 
and the news. ("I get all my violence 
on the news").

The draft was ruled illegal last fall 


and became a key point in the bitterly 
contested contract agreement between 
the league and the Players Assn. Un- 
der the new contract, which must be 
approved by a federal judge, the draft 
has been trimmed from 17 to 12 
rounds and a limit has been set on the 
time a club can take to sign a player. 


B a r r i n g a last-minute trade, 


Tampa Bay Coach John McKay has 
indicated he will select Bell, the pow- 
trful fullback who starred for him two 


years ago at USC Bell is expected to 
rejoin his old backfield mate, Anthony 
Davis, who was signed by the Bucs 
last fall after a season in Canada.

SPONSORED BY the Assn. of College Unions — International 


through a grant provided by the WHAM-0 Manufactuirng Co., 
makers of Frisbees, the meet drew 30 contestants. They were cho- 
sen from some 120 schools in 15 regions of the nation. Scoring was 
based on accuracy and distance. 


In the accuracy event, contestants tossed the multi-colored 


Frisbees, from various prescribed angles and distances, through a 
plastic hoop about 5'/a feet in diametpr. The tossers had 28 throws, 
four from each of seven designated stations, with points awarded 
for each successful toss through the target. A perfect score was 28 
points. 


The distance competition was held on a course some 70 yards 


long and 30 yards wide. Measurement of each throw was gauged 
from the tosser to the landing point of each Frisbee. Points were 
earned for distances ranging from 10 to 20 yards, through a scale 
of over 70 yards with seven points awarded for throws of over 70 
yards. Each contestant was allowed four tries to make a perfect 
tally of another 28 points. 


AN AWARD BANQUET honored the contestants and winners. In 


the men's division, Eric Marx, of IHinois State University took 
first place with 41 points. Scott Lash, Penn State, was second with 
38 points.

In the women's division, Carol Chillis, Univ. of Minnesota, took 


first honors and Ann Hodgkinson, of the Univ. of California, went 
away with second place.

Ancient plants, 
vast pressure 
result in coal 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Scott Lovelace, 14, of Rich- 
mond, Va., for his question: 


HOW IS COAL FORMED? 
It took millions of years to form coal. 


It started, in fact, about 250 million 
years ago, long before man or dinosaurs 
walked on earth 


In those early days the land was low, 


flat and swampy. Ferns and plants grew 
lushly to more than 100 feet in height. 
As they died, they fell into the water 
and collected on the swamp bottoms. 
They did not rot because they were 
sealed off by swamp water from oxygen 
in the air. The plants formed a thick 
layer of half-rotted jellyhke sludge call- 
ed peat. 


In time, water from the sea flowed 


over the swamps, carrying mud with it. 
Then the sea drained away again leav- 
ing more swampy lowlands. More ferns 
and plants flourished, then died and fell 
into the swamps 


As the millions of years passed, layers 


of vegetation lay deep in the Earth's 
crust. Over them lay tons of soil and 
rock, pressing down and holding them in 
great heat and pressure. Slowly the an- 
cient swamp mud turned into shale and 
sandstone while the long-dead plants 
were pressed and heated until they 
hardened into the product we know to- 
day as coal 


Many fossils of leaves can be found in 


coal At times even whole tree trunks of 
coal have been discovered 


Geologists say coal actually is a type 


of sedimentary rock. 


Anthracite is the oldest type of coal 


and also the hardest. It is nearly all car- 
bon and burns with a smokeless flame. 
Bituminous, or soft, coal makes up about 
90 per cent of coal mined today. About 
50 per cent of it is carbon with the rest 
of its mass being mostly volatile carbon 
compounds. The youngest coal is called 
lignite, and it is nearly 50 per cent 
moisture. 


Peat, which is in the coal family, is 


made up of 80 per cent water. It is used 
as fuel in some countries. It is made of 
partly decayed moss. 


Coal, by the way, is taken from the 


Earth through shaft mines or strip 
mines. In strip mining, layers of the 
coal are very close to the surface of the 
ground. It is necessary to go much 
deeper in some areas and then shaft 
mining with a deep hole and tunnels is 
the only way to get the coal.

WHAT IS THE LONGEST SNAKE? 
There are about 1,700 different species 


of snakes, and they can be found in all 
of the world's temperate and tropical 
zones. They range in size from tiny 
creatures only a few inches long to the 
giant anaconda of South America. Al- 
though they average about 20 feet (in 
length, one measuring 37 feet is on 
record. 


The anaconda swims superbly and 


spends much time lounging on half-sub- 
merged logs. It also can rest in the 
branches of huge trees and has been 
known to reach down and catch an un- 
suspecting deer on the ground. 


Other very long snakes include the boa 


constrictor of South America (15 to 18 
feet long) and the Asian cobra (the 
average length is 5 feet but there is one 
on record of 18 feet).

"The 
enemy suffered considerable 


losses," it reported. 


The agency also said Zaire sus- 


pended diplomatic relations with East 
Germany following the capture of 
East German weapons and ammuni- 
tion from rebel troops. 


THE REBELS, whom Zaire charges 


were trained and led by Cubans sta- 
tioned in Angola, are mostly former 
Katangan gendarmes who fled the 
province following an unsuccessful bid 
for independence in 1963. 


The rebels invaded from Angola 


March 8, driving government troops 
to the key mining town of Kolwezi, 150 
miles east of Kasaji. But with the ar- 
rival of 1,500 Moroccan troops and aid 
from the United States, France and 
Belgium, the Zairean troops have 
made dramatic advances, forcing the 
rebels into retreat. 


The arrival Monday of about 50 Eg- 


yptian pilots and mechancs and an air 
force colonel followed an offer made 
by Egyptian President Anwar Sadat in 
Cairo Sunday to operate Zaire's "en- 
tire air force." 


Sadat said he was helping Zaire be- 


cause of possible later threats to the 
Sudan and to the "sources of the 
Nile" and because of Zaire's support 


of Egypt and their nations in their 
fight against Israel. 


One of the pilots told UPI, however, 


he believed there had been a "mis- 
interpretation" of Sadat's comments. 


"WE ARE NOT HERE to take over 


the whole Zairean air force," he said. 
"We are here to help in any way we 
can." 


The airmen, dressed in civilian 


open-necked shirts in the sweltering 
tropical heat, arrived Monday and 
dined in the Memling Hotel. 


One officer said the Egyptians will 


help government pilots operate their 
French-built Mirage jetfighters. 


Asked if the pilots among them will 


fly 
combat missions, one 
officer 


smiled and said in English: 


"I don't know. We are waiting for 


orders." 


THE ZAIREAN air force, using Mi- 


rages and small Italian-made Macchi 
jet trainers converted to carry rock- 
ets, 
has been largely 
ineffective. 


Western diplomatic sources said they 
also were hampered by lack of train- 
ing and organization. 


In an Uganda radio report moni- 


tored in Nairobi Monday, Uganda 
President Idi Amin said he also was 
sending an estimated 200 soldiers to 
Zaire to join government troops. 


The break in diplomatic relations 


with East Germany followed a series 
of press items that called the East 
G e r m a n s "vultures" and ''hypo- 
crites." 


AZAP said the East Germans were 


given 48 hours to leave the country. 
Zaire severed relations last month 
with Cuba.

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Kidnaped 14 months ago, exec all but forgotten 


TOLEDO, Ohio — Early this centu- 


ry an American named Perdicaris 
was kidnaped in Morocco by a bandit 
Darned Raisuli. The incident angered 
Americans and prompted Theodore 
Roosevelt to demand that he wanted 
"Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead!" 
Perdicaris was quickly retrieved and 
brought home to his grateful family. 


That's the day it was in America. 


And Donna Niehous, for one, wishes it 
were the same today. Her husband, 
William Niehous, was taken hostage 
last year in Venezuela, his where- 
abouts are still unknown, yet there is 
no anger in the United States, there is 
no presidential 
action, and Mrs. 


Niehous feels her husband is becom- 
ing a forgotten man. 


At least, she says, he is forgotten by 


the Jimmy Carter White House. She 
has written the President twice, ask- 
ing for "help in any way, shape or 
form." There was no response at all 
to one of her notes. As for the other, it 


was answered by a cruel and er- 
roneous form letter which began: 
"Thank you for your kind invitation." 


AT THAT, MRS. NIEHOUS is not 


surprised at the administration's igno- 
rance. Times are long past when the 
kidnaping of a citizen would stir the 
nation. Although Bill Niehous has now 
been a terrorist captive longer than 
any American in modern times (14 
months), his story remains largely 
unknown to millions in the United 
States. 


To recapsulize it, the story began 


Feb. 27, 1976. Niehous, director of an 
Owens-Illinois glass factory in Ca- 
racas, was watching television in his 
home in a fashionable area of that 
city. There was a knock on the door 
and gunmen broke in. Niehous was 
seized, drugged and taken to a car 
that quickly carried him into the un- 
known. 


At first the kidnaping was big news. 


The media faithfully recorded all

events, including the inevitable de- 
mands from the kidnapers. The thugs 
said Niehous had "committed acts of 
economic and political espionage" in 
Venezuela, They released a photo of a 
hooded man, allegedly Niehous, and 
said he was to undergo a rigorous in- 
terrogation. 
< 


INDEED, EARtY ON the story was 


ripe with drama. Venezuela was rife 
with nervous excitement, rumor, wor- 
ry and expectation. The terrorists re- 
leased statements and allowed 
Niehous to write to his wife. Also, the 


forced Owens-Illinois to 


give a $112 bonus to each of the 1,600 
Venezuelans employed in its plant. 


Besides 
this, a sidelight 
battle 


e r u p t e d between Venezuela and 
Owens-Illinois. Acceding to terrorist 
demands, the company published the 
kidnapers' "manifesto" 
in several 


world newspapers. Venezuelan offi- 
cials said the manifesto was insulting 
to them, and blamed Owens-Illinois; 
afterward the glass factory was 
promptly nationalized. 


Then, last July, the Venezuelan gov- 


ernment announced that it had broken 
the case. A ransom drop had been ar- 
ranged, and state police had moved in 
to arrest 16 persons, including two 
former deputies of the national con- 
gress. The government said the plot 
was all but over and that Bill Niehous 
would presumably be released forthw- 
ith. 


That didn't happen, however. Instead 


of surrendering, the terrorists simply 
retreated to tighter security. Angered 


by the arrests, they also cut off com- 
munications from Niehous. Thus noth- 
ing has been heard from the hostage 
since last July, and the occasionally 
released statements from his captors 
have been repetitious and uninforma- 
tive. 


SO IT IS THAT the story faded. 


When Mrs. Niehous returned to the 
United States last summer, network 
television did not cover her press con- 
ference. When Owens-Illinois called 
reporters in recently to provide new 
details of the case, only one out-of- 
town newsman (froth Dayton) attend- 
ed. Bill Niehous, father of three, has 
become old news. 


In some respects the lack of 


spotlight has been good for Donna 
Niehous. She says she does not enjoy 
being asked the same questions over 
and over. And tou, the absence of pub- 
licity has made it possible for her to 
quietly resume some aspects of real 
life; for instance she was recently

The terrorists 
who have held him for more than 400 
days, say only that he continues to be 
subjected to an ongoing "people's 
trial." No one in America knows what 
that means, and there apparently are 
many people clamoring to know.

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Accused mentally ill live in legal limbo

Arrest was nothing new to Allen J. 


Boerschinger when DCS Plaines police 
charged him in July 1972 with sexual- 
ly assaulting an 8-year-old girl. 


Boerschinger, once a psychiatric 


therapist at Forest Hospital in Des 
Plnines, had been charged not long 
before with allegedly raping a 35- 
year-old Morton Grove housewife and 
sexually assaulting her 12-year-old 
daughter. 


He was free on $10,000 bond at the 


time of the Des Plaines arrest. 


When Boerschinger went before Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Harold Sullivan in 
November 1972 he was declared a "se- 


xually dangerous person" and was 
sent to the Menard psychiatric center 
in Chester. Testimony during the 
hearing brought out that Boerschinger 
had been convicted of two prior sex 
offenses. 


SOME TWO AND A HALF years 


later, Sullivan ruled Boerschinger was 
"no longer dangerous" and permitted 
his release. 


Four months after his release, Chi- 


cago police arrested Boerschinger for 
burglary and taking tadecent liberties 
with a child. 


Boerschinger's case is typical of a 


situation which stymies police and 
prosecutors and frustrates those in 


the judicial process who are attempt- 
ing to help rather than simply impris- 
on the mentally ill who commit 
crimes. 


The scenario was played out again 


during the weekend when 25-year-old 
Marguerite Bowers 
of Oak Park 


was killed. Her accused slayer is 
Thomas Vanda, a man who had been 
released by stale mental health de- 
partment authorities who cared for 
him after he was judged mentally in- 
competent in the 1971 slaying of a 15- 
year-old girl. 


Often there are two ways courts 


deal with those whom psychiatrists 
say cannot stand trial. In one, prose- 


cutors have the opportunity to try the 
accused at a later date if they should 
ever be declared sane, 


IN THE OTHER, the accused per- 


son will never stand trial for an of- 
fense, even if a court subsequently 
rules him sane. That was the case for 
a Rolling Meadows woman accused in 
1973 of the bludgeoning deaths of her 
two young daughters. 


Elaine Edfors had been charged by 


Rolling Meadows police with the Feb. 
26, 1973, murders of her daughters 
Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9. The girls 
were found in their home beaten over 
the head with a hammer. 


Less than two months after the 


slayings, Cook County Criminal Court 
Judge Louis Garippo ruled Mrs. Ed- 
fors innocent by reason of insanity 
and remanded her to the state De- 
partment of Mental Health. 


She was confined for a year at El- 


gin State Hospital, escaping once for 
three weeks. In May 1974, a Kane 
County circuit court judge ruled Mrs. 
Edfors could be released. During the 
hearing a psychiatrist testified Mrs. 
Edfors was "no longer dangerous to 
herself or others." 


The judge's order included a provi- 


sion that Mrs. Edfors obtain out- 
patient counseling care, but the coun- 
seling was not mandatory. 


ROLLING MEADOWS police were 


never officially notified of her release 
because legally she was not in court 
custody. 


Mrs. Edfors has never been charged 


in 
another criminal 
matter. For 


Boerschinger, it was the opposite. 


Cook County state's attorneys pro- 


tested Sullivan's order to release 
Boerschinger in early 1975, but to no 
avail. In August of that year he was 
charged with burglary and the assault 
of a Chicago boy in the boy's North 
Side home. 


Public Defender Donald Paull said 


Boerschinger later pleaded guilty to

Welfare 
plans set 
by Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Carter Monday outlined a "totally 
new" welfare program designed pri- 
marily to provide jobs for Americans 
who are able to work and an adequate 
income for those who aren't. 


The President said he plans to send 


a legislative proposal to Congress by 
the first week in August. He told a 
White House briefing the new system 
could, if approved early next year, be 
in full operation within the following 
three years. 


Carter said the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare concluded af- 
ter three months of study that "the 
present welfare programs should be 
scrapped entirely and a totally new 
system implemented." 


AT THE HEART of the 12-point 


plan is a formula for providing up to 2 
million new jobs, mostly in public ser- 
vice, while consolidating and bolster- 
ing the benefits for individuals and 
families unable to earn their own 
way. 


Another main goal of the program, 


as spelled out by Carter: "A family 
should have more income if it works 
than if it does not." 


' ' T h e 
extremely complicated 


changes must be made carefully and 
responsibly," the President said, sug- 
gesting that as a first step Congress 
should approve his proposal to simplify 
and upgrade the food stamp program. 


The disparity in welfare benefits 


among the states ranges up to 500 per 
cent. Carter said, making the reform 
problem "much worse than we had 
anticipated." 


THE PRESIDENT put

touches on his proposal during week- 
end meetings with HEW Sec, Joseph 
Califano and other advisers. 


Califano said at a briefing the ad- 


ministration plan will consolidate into 
a single crash grant at least three 
forms of welfare payments: Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children, 
food stamps, and Supplemental Secur- 
ity Income for needy aged, blind and 
disabled persons.

politics."

Pros, cons of laetrile meet head-on at FDA hearing 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Oppo- 


nents of Laetrile Monday told a court- 
ordered federal hearing the drug is 
worthless as a treatment for cancer 
and one physician termed it a hoax. 


Dr. George Hill of the Marshall Uni- 


versity School of Medicine In West 
Virginia told the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that 12 of his patients 
had abandoned laetrile as a cancer 
fighting agent. 


"None of my patients has ever been 


Improved with the use of laetrile," he 
said. "It Is Ironic to me that at this 


pont in time, this discussion is going 
on. 


"I believe it is a hoax," Hill said. 


WHILE THE FDA was opening the 


two-day hearings, ordered by the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Den- 
ver, the Florida Legislature approved 
a bill to make that state the third in 
the nation to legalize use of laetrile. 


The drug, which has been banned 


by the FDA, is .made from the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter almonds. 


Much of the morning session heard 


testimony from proponents of the 


drug, One supporter charged the gov- 
ernment was interfering with personal 
lives and decisions in banning the 
drug. 


"It is just too bad that we have to 


g o through court 
hearings 
and 


smuggling raps and the harassment of 
physicians to reach this point," said 
freelance writer Michael L. Culbert. 


"But we're going to do it because 


the bigger issue here isn't even laet- 
rile — it isn\ even cancer. It Is the 
much bigger cancer of a giant govern- 
ment interfering constantly and con- 


sistently with our lives," said Culbert, 
who also is editor of the Committee 
for Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy Inc., based in Las Altos, 
Calif. 


But Dr. Bayard H. Morrison of the 


National Cancer Institute testified in 
the afternoon that since 1957, the in- 
stitue has sponsored several test on 
animals in which laetrile had no ef- 
fect on tumors that paralleled human 
cancers. 


IN SEVERAL TESTS on lung can- 


cers, he said, there was some activity 


witn the administration of laetrile. 
Bui when the tests were repeated, sci- 
entists could not reproduce the activi- 
ty- 


He said between 30 and 40 drugs are 


known to have some effect on can- 
cers, but laetrile is not among them. 


Dr. John Yarbro of the University 


of Missouri was booed and heckled by 
laetrile supporters when he told them: 
"This sugar coated cyanide can kill 
people." 


He told the grop laetrile Is unsafe 


and ineffective. "J know we want a 


miracle but there just isn't one." 


In Tallahassee, meantime, the Flor- 


ida legislature voted to legalize use of 
laetrile. The state Senate passed and 
sent to Gov. Reubin Askew a House- 
approved bill doing away with penal- 
ties for. hospitals or doctors adminis- 
tering it to patient's who request it. 


Askew said he will sign the mea- 


sure, making Florida the third state 
in the nation to legalize laetrile — 
joining Indiana and Alaska. Laetrile 
has been banned for the past 14 years 
by the Food and Drug Administration.

Arrest was nothing new to Allen J.

therapist at Forest Hospital in Des 
Plaines, had been charged not long 
before with allegedly raping a 35- 
year-old Morton Grove housewife and 
sexually assaulting her 12-year-old 
daughter. 


Me was free on $10,000 bond at the 


time of the Des Plaines arrest. 


When Boerschinger went before Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Harold Sullivan in 
November 1972 he was declared a "se- 


xually dangerous person" and was 
sent to the Menard psychiatric center 
in Chester. Testimony during the 
hearing brought out that Boerschinger 
had been convicted of two prior sex 
offenses. 


SOME TWO AND A HALF years 


later, Sullivan ruled Boerschinger was 
"no longer dangerous" and permitted 
Ins release. 


Four months after his release, Chi- 


cago police arrested Boerschinger for 
burglary and taking indecent liberties 
with a child. 


Boerschinger's case is typical of a 


situation which stymies police and 
prosecutors and frustrates those in 


the judicial process who are attempt- 
ing to help rather than simply impris- 
on the mentally 
ill who commit 


crimes. 


The scenario was played out again 


during the weekend when 25-year-old 
Marguerite Bowers of Oak Park 
was killed. Her accused slayer is 
Thomas Vanda, a man who had been 
released by state mental health de- 
partment authorities who cared for 
him after he was judged mentally in- 
competent in the 1971 slaying of a 15- 
year-old girl. 


Often there are two ways courts 


deal with those whom psychiatrists 
say cannot stand trial. In one, prose-

fense, even if a court subsequently 
rules him sane. That was the case for 
a Rolling Meadows woman accused in 
1973 of the bludgeoning deaths of her 
two young daughters. 


Elaine Edfors had been charged by 


Rolling Meadows police with the Feb. 
26, 1973, murders of her daughters 
Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9 The girls 
were found in their home beaten over 
the head with a hammer 


Less than two months after the 


slayings, Cook County Criminal Court 
Judge Louis Ganppo ruled Mrs. Ed- 
fors innocent by reason of insanity 
and remanded her to the state De- 
partment of Mental Health. 


She was confined for a year at El- 


gin State Hospital, escaping once for 
three weeks. In May 1974, a Kane 
County circuit court judge ruled Mrs. 
Edfors could be released. During the 
hearing a psychiatrist testified Mrs. 
Edfors was "no longer dangerous to 
herself or others." 


The judge's order included a provi-

Pros, cons of laetrile meet head-on at FDA hearing 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Oppo- 


nents of Laetrile Monday told a court- 
ordered federal hearing the drug is 
worthless as a treatment for cancer 
and one physician termed it a hoax. 


Dr. George Hill of the Marshall Uni- 


versity School of Medicine in West 
Virginia told the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that 12 of his patients 
hud abandoned laetrile as a cancer 
fighting agent. 


"None of my patients has ever been 


Improved with the use of laetrile," he 
said. "It is ironic to me that at this 


pont in time, this discussion is going 
on. 


"I believe it is a hoax," Hill said. 


WHILE THE FDA was opening the 


two-day hearings, ordered by the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Den- 
ver, the Florida Legislature approved 
a bill to make that state the third in 
the nation to legalize use of laetrile. 


The drug, which has been banned 


by the FDA, is made from the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter almonds. 


Much of the morning session heard 


testimony from proponents of the 


drug. One supporter charged the gov- 
ernment was interfering wjth personal 
lives and decisions in banning the 
drug. 


"It is just too bad that we have to 


g o through court

smuggling raps and the harassment of 
physicians to reach this point," said 
freelance writer Michael L. Culbert.

But Dr Bayard H Morrison of the

animals in which laetrile had no ef- 
fect on tumors that paralleled human 
cancers, 


IN SEVERAL TESTS on lung can- 


cerfy he said, there was some activity 


with the administration of laetrile.

He said between 30 and 40 drugs are

The new commuter bus route link- 


ing Wheeling, Prospect Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove, Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines is the North Suburban Mass 
Transit District's fastest growing line, 
now carrying more than 1,000 passen- 
gers weekly. 


Joseph DiJohn, NORTRAN execu-

Now the 
route carries in one day about the 
same number of riders it carried in 
an entire week five months ago.

"It's unusual that it has reached

To commemorate reaching the new 


ridership mark, NORTRAN gave a 
month's free rides on the bus route to 
George Ehe, 20 Glenbrook St., Pros- 
pect Heights, who was the 1,000th pas- 
senger to board the bus last week. 


DiJOHN SAID A survey of passen- 


gers in April showed that about half 
drove their cars to the train station 
before the new route began operation.

DiJohn said about 10 
per cent of the line's ridership are 
commuters who recently moved into 
the area.

Welfare

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter Monday outlined a "totally 
new" welfare program designed pri- 
marily to provide jobs for Americans 
who are able to work and an adequate 
income for those who aren't. 


The President said he plans to send 


a legislative proposal to Congress by 
the first week in August. He told a 
White House briefing the new system 
could, if approved early next year, be 
m full operation within the following 
three years. 


Carter said the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare concluded af- 
ter three months of study that "the 
present welfare programs should be 
scrapped entirely and a totally new 
system implemented." 


AT THE HEART of the 12-pomt 


plan is a formula for providing up to 2 
million new jobs, mostly in public ser- 
vice, while consolidating and bolster- 
ing the benefits for individuals and 
families unable to earn their own 
way. 


Another main goal of the program, 


as spelled out by Carter: "A family 
should have more income if it works 
than if it does not " 


''The 
extremely 
complicated 


changes must be made carefully and 
responsibly," the President said, sug- 
gesting that as a first step Congress 
should approve his proposal to simplify 
and upgrade the food stamp program. 


The disparity in welfare benefits 


among the states ranges up to 500 per 
cent. Carter said, making the reform 
problem "much worse than we had 
anticipated."

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Oppo- 


nents of Laetrile Monday told a court- 
ordered federal hearing the drug is 
worthless as a treatment for cancer 
and one physician termed It a hoax. 


Dr George Hill of the Marshall Uni- 


versity School of Medicine in West 
Virginia told the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that 12 of his patients 
had abandoned laetrile as a cancer 
fighting agent. 


"None of my patients has ever been 


Improved with the use of laetrile," he 
said. "It is Ironic to me that at this 


pont in time, this discussion is going 
on. 


"I believe it is a hoax," Hill said 


WHILE THE FDA was opening the 


two-day hearings, ordered by the 10th 
U S Circuit Court of Appeals in Den- 
ver, the Florida Legislature approved 
a bill to make that state the third in 
the nation to legalize use of laetrile. 


The drug, which has been banned 


by the FDA, is made from the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter almonds. 


Much of the morning session heard

SOME TWO AND A HALF years 


later, Sullivan ruled Boerschinger was 
"no longer dangerous" and permitted 
his release. 


Four months after his release, Chi- 


cago police arrested Boerschinger for 
burglary and taking indecent liberties 
with a child. 


Boerschinger's case is typical of a 


situation which stymies police and 
prosecutors and frustrates those in 


the judicial process who are attempt- 
ing to help rather, than simply impris- 
on the mentally ill who commit 
crimes. 


The scenario was played out again 


during the weekend when 25-year-old 
Marguerite 
Bowers 
of Oak Park 


was killed. Her accused slayer is 
Thomas Vanda, a man who had been 
released by state mental health de- 
partment authorities who cared for 
him after he was judged mentally in- 
competent in the 1971 slaying of a 15- 
year-old girl. 


Often there are, two ways courts 


deal with those whom psychiatrists 
say cannot stand trial. In one, prose- 


cutors have the opportunity to try the 
accused at a later date if they should 
ever be declared sane. 


IN THE OTHER, the accused per- 


son will never stand trial for an of- 
fense, even if a court subsequently 
rules him sane. That was the case for 
a Rolling Meadows woman accused in 
1973 of the bludgeoning deaths of her 
two young daughters. 


Elaine Edfors had been charged by 


Rolling Meadows police with the Feb. 
26, 1973, murders of her daughters 
Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9. The girls 
were found in their home beaten over 
the head with a hammer. 


Less than two months after the 


slayings, Cook County Criminal Court 
Judge Louis Garippo ruled Mrs. Ed- 
fors innocent by reason of insanity 
and remanded her to the state De- 
partment of Mental Health. 


She was confined for a year at El- 


gin State Hospital, escaping once for 
three weeks. In May-1974, a Kane 
County circuit court judge ruled Mrs. 
Edfors could be released. During the 
hearing a psychiatrist testified Mrs. 
Edfors was "no longer dangerous to 
herself or others." 


The judge's order included a provi- 


sion that Mrs.- Edfors obtain out- 
patient counseling care, but the coun- 
. seling was not mandatory.

OF COURSE, most men watching 


the center stage may not care what 
they're drinking, which is good, be- 
cause the waitress doesn't explain 
that what you think you're ordering 
may not be what you get. And, the 
Roman House is still advertising that 
it serves liquor. 


At $7 a "cocktail," imbibing can be 


rather expensive, especially if you 


have a female companion. 


A little more than half a dozen pa- 


trons were in the Roman House early 
Monday evening, exactly a week after 
the nonalcoholic brews were initiated. 


One dancer named Barbie said 


Monday usually is a slow night at the 
club. Things pick up later in the week, 
she said. 


Neither the patrons nor the employ- 


es of the Roman House wanted to talk 
much about the change in drinks. 


THE NIGHT MANAGER of the 


club, who didn't identify himself, said 
he had "no comment" on the effect 
the no-booze edict is having on the 
turnout at the club located near Apta- 
kisic Road and Milwaukee Avenue. 


The Roman House was refused a li- 


quor license by the Lake County Li- 
quor Commission last July for violat- 
ing an ordinance forbidding liquor 
sales at a business which features 
nudity.

Welfare 
plans set 
by Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter Monday outlined a "totally 
new" welfare program designed pri- 
marily to provide jobs for Americans 
who are able to work and an adequate 
income for those who aren't. 


The President said he plans to send 


a legislative proposal to Congress by 
the first week hi August. He told a 
White House briefing the new system 
could, if approved early next year, be 
in full operation within the following 
three years.' 


Carter said the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare concluded af- 
ter three months of study that "the 
present welfare programs should be 
scrapped entirely and a totally new 
system implemented." 


AT THE HEART of the 12-point 


plan is a formula for providing up to 2 
million new jobs, mostly in public ser- 
vice, while consolidating and bolster- 
ing the benefits for individuals and 
families unable to earn their own 
way. 


Another main goal of the program, 


as spelled out by Carter: "A family 
should have more income if it works 
than if it does not." 


• ' T h e 
extremely 
complicated 


changes must be made carefully and 
responsibly," the President said, sug- 
gesting that as a first step Congress 
should approve his proposal to simplify 
and upgrade the food stamp program. 


The disparity in welfare benefits 


among the states ranges up to SCO per 
cent. Carter said, making the reform 
problem "much worse than we had 
anticipated." 


THE PRESIDENT 
put finishing 


touches on his proposal during week- 
end meetings with HEW Sec. Joseph 
Califano and other advisers. 


Califano said at a. brief ing the ad- 


ministration plan will consolidate into 
a single crash grant at least three 
forms of welfare payments: Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children, 
food stamps, and Supplemental Secur- 
ity Income for needy aged, blind and 
.disabled persons. 


The cash value of these programs, 


including federal and state aid, is 
$22.5 billion, said Califano. 


Administration officials declined to 


put an over-all price tag on welfare 
reform. 


Califano, predicting some details of 


the program will take years to work 
-out with the states, said: "Welfare re- 
form is the Middle East of domestic 
politics." 


Carter said the ultimate aid is to 


provide a source of earned income to 
every family with children and at 
least one adult able to work. 


Incentive should be provided for 


creating most of these joos in private 
business and industry, he said. 


Pros, cons of laetrile meet head-on at FDA hearing 


KANSAS CITY. Mo. (UPI) - Oppo- 


nents of Laetrile Monday told a court- 
ordered federal hearing the drug is 
worthless us a treatment for cancer 
and one physician termed it a hoax. 


Dr. George Hill of the Marshall Uni- 


versity School of Medicine in West 
Virginia told the Food and Dr»g Ad- 
ministration that 12 of his patients 
had abandoned laetrile as a cancer 
fighting agent. 


"None of my patients has ever been 


improved with the use of laetrile," he 
sold. "It Is ironic to me that at this 


pont in time, this discussion is going 
on. 


"I believe it is a hoax," Hill said. 


WHILE THE FDA was opening the 


two-day hearings, ordered by the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Den- 
ver, the Florida Legislature approved 
a bill to make that state the third in 
the nation to legalize use of laetrile. 


The drug, which has been banned 


by the FDA, is made from the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter almonds. 


Much of the morning session heard 


testimony from proponents of the 


drug. One supporter charged the gov- 
ernment was interfering with personal 
lives and decisions in banning the 
drug. 


"It is just too bad that we have to 


g o 
through 
court 
hearings 
and 


smuggling raps and the harassment of 
physicians to reach this point," said 
freelance writer Michael L. Culbert, 


"But we're going to do it because 


the bigger issue here isn't even laet- 
rile — it isn't even cancer. It is the 
much bigger cancer of a giant govern- 
ment interfering constantly and con- 


sistently with our lives." said Culbert. 
who also is editor of the Committee 
for Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy Inc., based in Las Altos, 
Calif. 


But Dr. Bayard H. Morrison of the 


National Cancer Institute testified in 
the afternoon that since 1957, the in- 
stitue has sponsored several test on 
animals in which laetrile had no ef- 
fect on tumors that paralleled human 
cancers. 


IN SEVERAL TESTS on lung can- 


cerp, he said, there was some activity 


with the administration of 
laetrile. 


But when the tests were repeated, sci- 
entists could not reproduce the activi- 
ty. 


He said between 30 and 40 drugs are 


known to have some effect on can- 
cers, but laetrile is not among them. 


Dr. John Yarbro of the University 


of Missouri was booed and heckled by 
laetrile supporters when he told them: 
"This sugar coated cyanide can kill 
people." 


He told the grop laetrile is unsafe 


and ineffective. "I know;.we want a 


miracle but there just isn't one.v 


In Tallahassee, meantime, the Flor- 


ida legislature voted to legalize use of 
laetrile. The state Senate passed and" 
sent to Gov. Reubin Askew a House- 
approved bill doing away with penal- 
ties for hospitals or doqtors adminis- 
tering it to patient's who request it. 


Askew said he will sign the mea- 


sure, making Florida the third state 
in the nation to legalize laetrile — 
joining Indiana and Alaska, Laetrile 
has been banned for the past 14 years 
by the Food and Drug Administration

partment authorities who cared for 
him after he was judged mentally in- 
competent in the 1971 slaying of a 15- 
year-old girl. 


Often there are two ways courts 


deal with those whom psychiatrists 
say cannot stand trial. In one, prose- 


cutors have the opportunity to try the 
accused at a later date if they should 
ever be declared sane. 


IN THE OTHER, the accused per- 


son will never stand trial for an of- 
fense, even if a court subsequently 
rules him sane. That was the case for 
a Rolling Meadows woman accused in 
1973 of the bludgeoning deaths of her 
two young daughters. 


Elaine Edfors had been charged by

26, '1973, murders of her daughters 
Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9. The girls 
were found in their home beaten over 
the head with a hammer.

Continuation of bus service for se- 


nior citizens in Palatine Township 
was assured Monday night when the 
township board voted 5-0 to fund the 
bus service on a weekly basis until 
June 6. 


The trustees voted to spend up to 


S400 a week to finance the service. 
The allocation was made with the pro- 
vision that representatives of the Pal- 
atine Township Senior Citizens Coun- 
cil meet with the board before the 
June 6 cutoff to discuss alternatives 
for operation of the bus service. 


Funds for the bus service will come 


out of a budgeted surplus of $20,000 in 
the town fund. 


THE SENIOR CITIZENS council had 


announced it would end the bus ser- 
vice May 6 because of insufficient 
funds. 


In a report to the township board,

council, predicted a deficiency of 
$4,458 in the council's budget for the 
next three months if the bus service 


continued. The senior citizens council 
will receive its 1977-78 allocation from 
the township in late July.

Welfare 
plans set 
by Carter 


WASHINGTON CUPI) — President 


Carter Monday outlined a "totally 
new" welfare program designed pri- -" 
marily to provide jobs for Americans 
who are able to work and an adequate 
income for those who aren't. 


The President said he plans to send 


a legislative proposal to Congress by 
the first week in August. He told a 
White House briefing the new system, 
could, if approved early next year, be 
in full operation within the following 
three years. 


Carter said the Dept. of Health, 


Education and Welfare concluded af- 
ter three months of study that "the 
present welfare programs should be 
scrapped entirely and a totally new 
system implemented." 


AT THE HEART of the 12-point 


plan is a formula for providing up to 2 
million new jobs, mostly in public ser- 
vice, while consolidating and bolster- 
ing the benefits for individuals and 
families unable to earn their own 
way. 


Another main goal of the program, 


as spelled out by Carter: "A family 
should have more income if it works 
than if it does not." 


' ' T h e 
extremely 
complicated 


changes must be made carefully and 
responsibly," the President said, sug- 
gesting that as a first step Congress 
should approve his proposal to simplify 
and upgrade the food stamp program. 


The disparity in welfare benefits 


among the states ranges up to 500 per 
cent. Carter said, making the reform 
problem "much worse than we had 
anticipated." 


THE PRESIDENT put 
finishing 


touches on his proposal during week- 
end meetings with HEW Sec. Joseph 
Califano and other advisers. 


Califano said at a briefing the ad- 


ministration plan will consolidate into 
a single crash grant at least three 
forms of welfare payments: Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children, 
food stamps, and Supplemental Secur- 
ity Income for needy aged, blind and 
disabled persons. 


The cash value of these programs, 


including federal and state aid, is 
$22.5 billion, said Califano. 


Administration officials declined to 


put an over-all price tag on welfare 
reform. 


Califano, predicting some details of 


the program will take years to work 
out with the states, said: "Welfare re- 
form is the Middle East of domestic 
politics." 


Carter said- the ultimate aid is to 


provide a source of earned income to 
every family with children and at 
least one adult able to work. 


Incentive should be provided for 


creating most of these jobs in private 
business and industry, he said. 


Pros, cons of laetrile meet head-on at FDA hearing 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Oppo- 


nents of Laetrile Monday told a court- 
ordered federal hearing the dwig is 
worthless as a treatment for cancer 
and one physician termed It a hoax. 


Dr. George Hill of the Marshall Uni- 


versity School of Medicine In West 
Virginia told the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration that 12 of his patients 
had abandoned laetrile as a cancer 
fighting agent. 


"None of my patients has ever been 


Improved with the use of laetrile," he 
said. "It is ironic to me that at this 


pont in.time, this discussion is going 
on. 


"I believe it is a hoax," Hill said. 


WHILE THE FDA was opening the 


two-day hearings, ordered by the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Den- 
ver, the Florida Legislature approved 
a bill to make that state the third in 
the nation to legalize use of laetrile, 


The drug, which has been banned 


by the FDA, is'made from the pits of 
apricots, peaches and bitter almonds. 


Much of the morning session heard 


testimony from proponents of the 


drug. One supporter charged the gov-' 
eminent was interfering with personal 
lives and decisions in banning the 
drug. 


"It is just too bad that we have to 


g o 
through 
court 
hearings and 


smuggling raps and the harassment of 
physicians to reach this point," said 
freelance writer Michael L. Culbert. 


"But we're going to do it because 


the bigger issue here isn't even laet- 
rile — it isn't even cancer. It is the 
much bigger cancer of a giant govern- 
ment interfering constantly and'con- 


sistently with our lives," said Culbert, 
who also is editor of the Committee 
for Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy Inc., based in Las Altos, 
Calif. 


But Dr. Bayard H. Morrison of the 


National Cancer Institute testified in 
the afternoon that since 1957, the in- 
•stitue has sponsored several test on 
animals in which laetrile had no ef- 
fect on tumors that paralleled human 
cancers. 


IN SEVERAL TESTS on lung can- 


cers, he said, there was some activity 


with the administration of laetrile. 
But when the tests were repeated, sci-( 
enlists could not reproduce the activi- 
ty. 


He said between 30 and 40 drugs are 


known to, have some effect on can- 
cers, but laetrile is not among them. 


Dr. John Yarbro of the University 


of Missouri was booed and heckled by 
laetrile supporters when he told them: 
"This sugar coated cyanide can kill 
people." 


He told the grop laetrile is unsafe 


and ineffective. "I know we want a 


miracle but there just isn't one." 


. In Tallahassee, meantime, the Flor- 
ida legislature voted to legalize use of 
laetrile. The state Senate passed and 
sent to Gov. Reubin Askew a House- 
approved bill doing away with penal- 
ties for hospitals or doctors adminis- 
tering it to patient's who request it. 


Askew said he will sign the mea- 


sure, making Florida the third state 
in the nation to legalize laetrile — 
joining Indiana and Alaska." Laetrile 
has been banned for the past 14 years 
by the Food and Drug Administration.

Track building a labor of love

Joe Morrow eased into the 


leather chair, looked at the mas- 
sive wood desk in front of him and 
smiled. 


"You 
know this is the first time 


I've 
ever sat behind an office 


desk. I've been offered desk jobs 
many times and refused them 
all." 


Instead, the 72-year-old Morrow 


has spent much of the past 46 
years sifting through tons of sand 
and soil and walking the mile and 
one-eighth around many of the 
c o u n t r y ' s most famous race 
tracks. 


HE HAS DEVELOPED a repu- 


tation as one of the nation's fore- 
most race track landscapes and 
was coaxed out of a 10-year re- 


tirement last month by Arlington 
Park officials who wanted him to 
resurface the track he had built in 
1965. He couldn't resist. 


"Every day is a challenge and 


every track is a little bit differ- 
ent," he said. "That's what's kept 
me in the business so long." 


Morrow planted the first tree at 


Hialeah Race Track in Florida in 
1931 and was hooked. He worked 
at tracks across the country until 
his retirement in 1967. 


He has developed the craft of 


building a racing strip into both 
an art form and a science. 


He begins the procedure, which 


takes several weeks, by taking a 
dozen soil samples from the exist- 
ing track and separating the mix- 
ture to determine how much sand 


it contains. 


BUT HE DOESN'T really need 


the glass vials and complex soil 
formulas to determine what shape 
a track is in. 


"I can tell by walking a track 


how fast a good horse will be able 
to run on it," he said. 


Morrow will spend weeks and 


use a million pounds of soil to cut 
out the new racing cushion. 


He begins1 with a limestone 


foundation, which he said, "keeps 
the black sticky dirt from getting 
up into the cushion and helps dry 
out the cushion when it gets too 
moist." 


Then upper layers are sifted 


and rocks and other foreign mate- 
rials are removed. The final prod- 
uct should be a uniform track, 
soft enough to protect the horses 


and hard enough to keep its 
shape. 
> 


"A TROTTING horse can run 


on a paved road," Morrow said, 
"but if the race horses didn't have 
a cushion to run on their legs 
would break down." 


This fall Morrow will reintro- 


duce the practice of planting win- 
ter wheat on the track to keep the 
soil from eroding during the off 
season. The grain will then be 
plowed under next spring to en- 
rich the cushion. 


"They've tried artificial tracks 


but they just don't work," he said. 
"It's a lot of work to do it this 
way but I aways said there are 
only two ways of doing something, 
my way or wrong, and I can't see 
failing if you can do it right."

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Plague goes on, 
Heckenbach hit 
again by vandals 


Five windows were broken and a 


small fire started Saturday night at 
the home of Tom Heckenbach, 873 N.

serious acts of vandalism at Hecken- 
bach's pioneer-style home in more 
than two'months.

"We're alive and well, but I don't

HECKENBACH, 33, an auto shop 


teacher at Hersey High School in Ar- 
lington Heights, said he left his home 
about 8:30 p.m. Saturday and re- 
turned shortly before 10 p.m. to find 
the windows in back of his house bro- 
ken. He said he was not aware of the 
fire at the side of the house until a 
neighbor called. The Palatine Fire 
Dept. was then called. Damage was 
minimal. 


Heckenbach said during the past 


two months vandals have damaged 
the engines of tractors he keeps in his 
yard. 


"I think they're doing all they can 


to keep me from planting," Hecken- 
bach said. 


THE PLANTING OF vegetables is 


part of the pioneer-type lifestyle that 
Heckenbach has assumed since mov- 
ing to the house six years ago. 


He heats his house with a wood- 


buraing stove, uses kerosene lamps 
instead of light bulbs and eats fresh 
eggs from chickens he keeps in his 
back yard. 


Most of Heckenbach's 
backyard 


farm animals, including four goats 
which he kept for milk, were slaugh- 
tered in a series of incidents since 
Christmas. 


Heckenbach said he believes the ha- 


rassment is in protest to his lifestyle 
and cluttered yard. 


"How can I clean this place up when 


I'm constantly trying to fix what 
somebody has wrecked," Heckenbach 
said. 


Public works to stop use

Although 
this is small in comparison to the vil- 
lage's over-all water usage, which in 
1976 was more than 1.4 billion gallons, 
Miller said the action is aimed at con- 
tirbuting to an over-all conservation 
program. 


Miller said the conservation pro- 


gram will be necessary to comply 
with requirements established by the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation in or- 
der to receive Lake Michigan water. 


Palatine was among eight North- 


west suburbs which were told last 
week they will receive an allocation of 
lake water. Certain rules accompany 
the allocation including strict report- 
ing procedures on the use of the allo- 


cation and the implementation of wa- 
ter conservation procedures. 


Miller said the public works depart- 


ment does not need drinking water for 
its work and water from the creek or 
Rossiter Lake could be used for street 
cleaning and watering plants.

622 S. Warren Ave., Palatine, will be 
torn down by its owners within two 
weeks.

ty committee study reports of the Pal- 
Waukee crash issued by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, Cook County 
Sheriff's Police and Wheeling Fire 
Dept. and draft an emergency plan 
for Prospect Heights. 


"It is our responsibility as a city to 


know how we should function in the1 


future and to determine the relation- 
ships between various governmental 
agencies that cover crashes and other 
disasters in the area," Wolf said.

effective yardstick. 


BAHNMAIER, JUDITH Zanca and 


Barbara Somogyi objected to the re- 
lease of the scores. 


"What bothers me is we're going to 


end up teaching for the test so every- 
one looks good," Mrs. Zanca said. 
"Test scores are not the whole ball 
game as far as if a child is getting a 
good education." 


Students in the third through eighth 


grades annually are tested in five ma- 
jor areas — vocabulary, reading, lan- 
guage skills, work study skills and 
math. 
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Districtwide grade-by-grade scores 


on the 1976 Iowa test released by Dist. 
59 officials in March showed the dis- 
trict's students are slightly below the 
national average in math skills and 
reading but are at or above grade lev- 
el in all five major areas tested. 


A building-by-building breakdown of 


Iowa test scores from 1975 in Dist. 59 
shows scores varied widely from 
school to school. Fifth-grade students 
in one school ranked in the 24th per- 
centile while those in another school 
scored in the 96th percentile. 
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
